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THE ASSAYER OF THE MINT. 


The Assayer of the Bureau of the Mint is required to be a man of high scien- 
tific attainment. Upon his decision depends the integrity of our metallic 
money. He is the guardian of values as represented by the weight and fineness 
of our gold and silver coins. 

Dr. Cabell Whitehead, the present Assayer, was born in Lynchburg, Vir- 
ginia, October 5, 1863. He prepared for college there. Ile entered Lehigh Uni- 
versity in 1881, and graduated four years later, taking the degree of Bachelor 
of Metallurgy. In the fall of that year he entered the Government service as an 
assistant in the Philadelphia Mint. The position was given him by Dr. James 
P. Kimball, then Director of the Mint, and was secured without political in- 
fluence. After several months at the Philadelphia Mint, he was transferred to 
the United States Assay Office at Boise City, Idaho, where he remained until 
1889, when the position of Assayer of the Bureau of the Mint became vacant. 
Upon the recommendation of the Director, Dr. Whitehead was transferred to 
this position by Mr. Windom, who was Secretary of the Treasury at that time. 
After taking up his residence in Washington, he entered upon a course of study 
at Columbian University, which was completed three years later, when the 
degree of Doctor of Philosophy was conferred upon him. For several years the 
assay department of Columbian University has been under his direct charge. He 
is also a lecturer on metallurgy at that university, where a special course of 
lectures on the metallurgy of the precious metals is delivered each winter. 

When the bill which provided for the erection of a new Mint at Philadelphia 
became a law, he was sent abroad to examine the mints of England, France, and 
Germany, and to report upon the state of the art of coinage in those countries. 
His conclusions were embodied in a report to the Director of the Mint, which 
contained recommendations for the improvement of our service. During his 
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incumbency of the office of Assayer he has conducted metallurgical and chemical 
investigations, and is the author of a number of papers upon analytical methods, 
as well as the inventor of a number of metallurgical processes for extracting and 
refining the precious metals. 

Once each year the Treasury Department takes the public into its confidence 
to the extent of submitting samples of all the coins made at the Mints during 
the year to a commission appointed by the President. This commission meets 
at the Philadelphia Mint the second Wednesday in February of each year, and is 
known as the Annual Assay Commission. The commission is composed of rep- 
resentative men of the country, including a number of chemists. They are sup- 
posed to examine the coins in person and to render a report to the Director of 
the Mint. The practical value of such a commission is doubtful, since the coins 
are in circulation at the time the examination is made, and, should coins below 
the standard be found, it would not only discredit our coinage, but at the same 
time it would be impossible to correct errors. 

It seemed desirable to in some way improve on this system, and after duly 
considering the matter the Director of the Mint recommended that an Assayer to 
the Bureau of the Mint be appointed, one of whose duties should be to examine 
samples of the coin made at the Mints previous to their being put into circula- 
tion. It is now possible to detect errors before the coins leave the Mint, and to 
withdraw them from circulation. The coins examined by the Assayer are selected 
according to Article XIII., Section 9, of the rules and regulations governing the 
Mints and assay offices, which is as follows: 

“From the first and two subsequent deliveries in each week gold and silver 
coins of each denomination of coin delivered by the coiner, specimen pieces, two 
in number, shall be taken, certified, and inclosed by the superintendent and 
assayer in the same manner as above prescribed for trial by the Annual Assay 
Commission, when they shall be promptly forwarded to the Director of the 
Mint by registered mail for assay by the Assayer of the Bureau of the Mint.” 

These coins are taken without previous weighing, and are supposed to repre- 
sent the entire delivery. They are first examined to determine the mechanical 
perfection of the work, then weighed, and finally assayed. The object of this 
examination is not alone to prevent the circulation of coins which are below the 
legal standard of weight or fineness, but to see that the operative offices con- 
form as nearly as practicable to the standards fixed by law. The legal limit of 
tolerance in fineness for gold coin is .001, while in practice the deviation from 
the standard of fineness is usually not more than .0001. Therefore, should the 
Assayer report a gold coin as .0005 below the legal’standard of fineness, the atten- 
tion of the superintendent would be at once called to this fact, though the coins 
would be issued. While such coins would be within the legal limit the melter 
and refiner’s stock of gold would be added to one-half an ounce for each thousand 
ounces of such coin delivered and the public would suffer to this extent should 
the coins be exported. In cases of dispute between an assay office and the Mint, 
involving diffrences in the value of bullion, Dr. Whitehead is called upon to de- 
termine the value of the shipment, and his assay is considered final. 

During the past ten years there has been one case in which it was found 
necessary to condemn gold coins, and in this the mistake was due to the fact that 
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the ingots were made from Spanish gold coins containing a small amount of zinc 
or possibly a counterfeit piece. This trace of zine was sufficient to cause a segre- 
gation of the standard alloy to such an extent that it was found that coins made 
from the same ingot varied as much as .002 and the entire lot of $125,000 were 
melted down and recoined. During the same period there have been three cases 
where the Assayer of the Bureau detected silver coins which were outside the limit 
of tolerance. In one of these cases the fineness of the coins was too low, while in 
the other two the error was in weight. Not one of these coins left the Mint. 

The Assayer of the Bureau of the Mint being its technical officer, his duties 
are not confined to the examination of coins alone, but to any such technical 
work as may be assigned him by the Director of the Mint, such as the investiga- 
tion of metallurgical questions arising in the Mints, or such questions as he may 
think it advisable to examine with reference to the improvement of the service. 

The Assayer is also frequently called upon by the various Bureaus of the 
Treasury to make chemical analyses of samples of materials to be supplied under 
contract. He also examines counterfeit coins for the Secret Service, and is called 
upon to act as an expert in the prosecution of persons accused of counterfeiting. 


JAPANESE MORTGAGE BANK PLANNED. 


A new bank, entitled the Hypothec Bank of Japan, or, in the native lan- 
guage, Nippon-Kwangyo-Ginko, has been established, with a capital of ten mil- 
lion yen, equivalent to about $5,000,000. The object of the institution is stated 
to be that of making loans on the security of immovable property, redeemable 
in annual installments within a period of not more than fifty years. Various 
other powers are also given to the bank. When at least one-fourth of the nominal 
capital has been paid up, it is to be authorized to issue mortgage bonds up to an 
amount not exceeding ten times its paid-up capital. 

While in no way disputing the possibilities of usefulness of a mortgage bank 
in Japan, the question arises whether its establishment may be considered as 
affording further indication of the too rapid development which has recently 
taken place in trade and speculative enterprises in Japan. The law for the 
organization of this bank and the articles of association are, in the main, on 
sound lines, although there are a few to which exception might be taken. One 
article, for example, provides that “The Hypothee Bank of Japan shall be author- 
ized to make loans without security to prefectures, districts, cities, towns, vil- 
lages and public bodies organized by law.” Again we find the law laid down 
severely prohibiting either the “governor or directors of the bank from engaging 
in any other business or trade unless special sanction has been obtained from the 
Minister of Finance;” but the awful severity of this restriction is remarkably 
alleviated by the provision that, should this law be infringed, the liability in the 
form of fine is to be $10, or at most not to exceed $100.” 
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PROGRESS TOWARD CURRENCY REFORM. 


At last a movement for reform in the currency has taken definite shape. 
The action of the Republican Caucus Committee which resulted in a practically 
unanimous vote in favor of the plan to advance the sound money cause has 
made it certain that the next session of Congress will take definite action. 

A great deal has been accomplished by all the discussion which has taken 
place in the committee and elsewhere concerning the respective merits of the 
various plans which have been under consideration. The great thing which has 
been brought about, however, is the realization that even among the most ardent 
sound money advocates there is a diversity of opinion concerning one feature and 
another. All are agreed as to the essentials and as to the one thing most desired, 
namely, the placing of the money standard upon a firm and enduring basis. Lay- 
ing aside, therefore, those things concerning which there is disagreement and 
preparing for definite action upon the main point for which the battle of 1896 
was fought, clears the atmosphere of much of the uncertainty which has clouded 


currency reform prospects. 

The Committee on Coinage, Weights and Measures has had under consider- 
ation a bill introduced by Mr. Hill of Connecticut, which will probably form the 
ground-work of the measure to be considered by Congress as the result of the 
reports of the committee decided upon by the Republican caucus. The bill is 


entitled “A bill to define and fix the standard of value and to regulate coinage 
and provide for redemption thereunder and for other purposes.” It is in the 
nature of a substitute for the bill originally introduced by Mr. Hill. The bill 
does not differ in principle or purpose from Mr. Hill’s bill, but only in detail and 
mode of expression, and hence may be considered without further reference to 
the original bill. 

“This measure,” says the majority report, “is no radical departure from 
existing law or from the system of finance which has prevailed in this country 
for a quarter of a century and more. It seeks in part by a positive and express 
reaffirmation of what is believed to be existing law to set at rest all doubt in rela- 
tion thereto, and to quiet harmful disputes and possible uncertainty. 

“Its purpose may be defined in three words, “I'o remove danger,’ or perhaps 
better, the apprehension of danger. It especially seeks to allay at home and 
abroad all doubt as to the present and permanent quality of our money and to 
make and keep the credit of the nation above the reach of successful attack or 


well-grounded apprehension.” 


SECTION 1.—THE GOLD STANDARD. 


The first section embodies in definite, distinct, and unmistakable terms a 
recognition of the gold standard in our financial system and of the gold dollar 
of the present weight and fineness as the unit of value. The committee does not 
understand this to be any change of existing law, but rather a reaffirmation there- 
of, so definite and distinct as to leave no ground for doubt, no basis for discussion 
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or dispute. The act of February 22, 1873, provides that “the gold coins of the 
United States shall be a one-dollar piece, which at the standard weight of twenty- 
five and eight-tenths grains shall be the unit of value,” etc., and this was re- 
enacted in the same words in the Revised Statutes of 1874. There has been no 
subsequent change in this law, except by the discontinuance of the actual coinage 
of the gold-dollar piece. The act of 1878 providing for “the coinage of the 
standard silver dollar,’ made it legal tender without limit, but made no change 
in the definition of “the unit of value.” 

Prior to 1873 there had been no statutory definition or fixing of the unit of 
value. The original coinage act of 1792 provided that “the money of account of 
the United States shall be expressed in dollars or units, dimes or tenths, cents or 
hundredths, and milles or thousandths,” and later provided for the coining of 
“dollars or units, each to be of the value of the Spanish milled dollar as the 
same is now current and to contain 3714 grains of pure or 416 grains of standard 
silver,” and the eagle is prescribed to be “of the value of ten dollars or units 
and to contain 247} grains of pure gold.” The unit referred to seems clearly to 
be the unit of account, and to have been understood to be synonymous with the 
word dollar. This is apparent from the law itself and from the contemporaneous 
construction of the men who framed the law. Hamilton, who drew it, in com- 
municating it to Congress, says: 

The Secretary is, upon the whole, strongly inclined to the opinion that a 
preference ought to be given to neither of the metals for the money unit. Per- 
haps if either were to be preferred it ought to be gold rather than silver. 

And as a reason he says: 

Gold may, perhaps, in certain senses be said to have greater stability than 
silver, as, being of superior value, less liberties have been taken with it in the 
regulations of different countries. Its standard has remained more uniform, and 
it has in other respects undergone fewer changes, as, being not so much an article 
of merchandise, owing to the use made of silver in the trade with the East Indies 
and China, it is less liable to be influenced by circumstances of commercial de- 
mand. And if, reasoning by analogy, it could be affirmed that there is a physical 
probability of a greater proportional increase in the quantity of silver than in 
that of gold, it would afford an additional reason for calculating on greater 
steadiness in the value of the latter. 

As long as gold, either from its intrinsic superiority as a metal, or from its 
greater rarity, or from the prejudices of mankind, retains so considerable a pre- 
eminence in value over silver, as it has hitherto had, a natural consequence of this 
seems to be that its condition will be more stationary. The revolutions, there- 
fore, which may take place in the comparative value of gold and silver will be 
changes in the state of the latter rather than of the former. 

But still, on a review of the whole matter, he concludes: 

It seems to be most advisable, as has been observed, not to attach the unit 
exclusively to either of the metals. 

Jefferson entertained the same views, as he writes to Hamilton: 

I coneur with you in thinking that the unit must stand on both metals. 

The law. of 1792 unquestionably undertook to establish a double standard. 
It was an innovation in the financial history of the world, and it was a failure. To 
succeed, it was indispensable that the market ratio between the two metals 
should be held exactly at the Mint ratio. Otherwise, the undervalued metal went 
out of circulation and the other alone became the unit of value. To prevent 
this, the ratio was changed twice without permanent results, demonstrating that 
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the country might have an alternating, but could not have a double standard. 
The burden shifted from one to the other metal as the commercial ratio of value 
between the two changed, carrying out of circulation the undervalued metal. 
The futility of the effort to maintain the double standard was recognized in 
1853, when the ratio was again changed by the reduction of the amount of silver 
in the subsidiary coins, the only silver coins then in circulation. The declara- 
tion was then made in the House of Representatives by the chairman of the 
Committee on Ways and Means that— 

We intend to do what the best writers on political economy have approved; 
what experience, when the experiment has been tried, has demonstrated to be 
necessary and proper—to make but one standard of currency and to make all 
others subservient to it. We mean to make gold the standard coin, and to make 
these new coins applicable and convenient, not for large, but for small trans- 
actions. 

And in the debate another member of the same committee said: 

Another objection urged against this proposed change is that it gives us a 
standard of gold only. * * * What advantage is to be obtained by a stand- 
ard of the two metals, which is not as well, if not much better attained by a 
single standard, I am unable to perceive; while there are very great disadvan- 
tages resulting from it, as the experience of every nation which has attempted to 
maintain it has proved. Indeed, it is utterly impossible that you should long at 
a time maintain the double standard. * * * Gentlemen talk about a double 
standard of gold and silver as a thing that exists and that we propose to change. 
We have had but a single standard for the lest three or four years. That has 
been and now is gold. We propose to let it remain so, and to adapt silver to it, 
to regulate it by it. 

The impossibility of maintaining a double standard of the two metals had 
long before been recognized. In a very able report presented to this House as 
early as 1831, Mr. Campbell P. White, of New York, says: 


That there are inherent and incurable defects in the system which regulates 
the standard of value in both gold and silver; its instability as a measure of con- 
tracts and mutability as the practical currency of a particular nation are serious 
imperfections, while the impossibility of maintaining both metals in concurrent, 
simultaneous, or promiscuous circulation appears to be clearly ascertained. 

That the standard being fixed in one metal is the nearest approach to in- 
variableness and precludes the necessity of further legislative interference. 


And in another report in 1832 he further states: 


If both metals are preferred, the like relative proportion of the aggregate 
amount of metallic currency will be possessed, subject to frequent changes from 
gold to silver, and vice versa, according to the variations in the relative value of 
these metals. The committee think that the desideratum in the monetary system 
is the standard of uniform value; they can not ascertain that both metals have 
ever circulated simultaneously, concurrently, and indiscriminately in any country 
where there are banks or money dealers, and they entertain the conviction that 
the nearest approach to an invariable standard is its establishment in one metal, 
which metal shall compose exclusively the currency for large payments. 


Congress, however, persisted in the attempt to retain the double standard, 
and for that purpose readjusted the ratio in 1834 and again in 1837. The effort, 
however, was a failure. The commercial ratio, controlled only by natural laws, de- 
parted from the mint ratio fixed by statute, and thus departing, took with it out 
of circulation the undervalued metal. 

The law of 1853, although not in terms dealing with the unit of value, recog- 
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nized existing facts, and while for years before 1873 the standard had practically 
been gold, the law of that year is the first legal declaration of that fact. With 
its enactment, however, the conflict of ideas did not cease. The contest between 
antagonistic purposes, theories, and interests continued and produced the coinage 
legislation of 1878 and 1890, both compromise measures, resulting in so hamper- 
ing and burdening the standard adopted as to give it the designation of the 
“limping standard.” It is the intent of this bill to remove this “limping” element, 
and to establish beyond doubt the gold standard, already adopted by the other 
great nations of the world. 

Why should it be so adopted? Perhaps the reason cannot be better given 
than to quote from the able preliminary report of the Monetary Commission 
of 1898: 

There must be some standard of value. ‘The standard must have a market 
value as a commodity independently of any governmental fiat and of all legal- 


tender laws; it must be durable; it must be homogeneous; it must have a maxi- 
mum of value proportioned to its bulk; it must have, as a commodity, as stable 


a market value as possible, and in order to secure the stability of that market 
value, the relation between its supply and demand must be as constant as possible. 
Gold alone fulfills these conditions. The civilized world has, therefore, deter- 
mined that the standard shall be gold. No government, however powerful, can 
in fact reverse that determination, or, without injury to the interests of all its 


peop le, attempt to establish any other standard of value. * * * 

* * Many of our fellow-citizens have hoped in all sincerity that the 
satin of the standard would be solved by international bimetallism. An earn- 
est effort has been made to realize that hope, but it must now be abandoned. The 
only alternatives, therefore, are the continued maintenance of the existing gold 
standard or the adoption of the silver standard. If the latter alternative be taken, 
the obligations of the United States, of the states, of all municipalities, of all 
private corporations, and of all individuals, the receipts of income from every 
source, the proceeds of policies of insurance, the deposits in banks and saving 
funds, and the wages of labor will then be payable in a debased and depreciated 
currency; and individual and corporate bankruptcy, and worst of all, national 
dishonor will follow. If the former alternative be taken, and the necessary means 
be adopted to secure the stability of the gold standard, the credit of the country 
will be established; the national debt can be refunded at lower interest rates; the 
surplus capital of the world will come here to find profitable investment, and our 
country will enjoy the prosperity that follows a currency system based upon a 
stable standard of value. 

Congress may designate a legal standard, but the great forces of commerce 
and the common consent and concurrent recognition and acts of men fix and de- 
termine the real standard. Parliamentary action may direct attention and in- 
fluence opinion, but it is the choice and judgment, the acts and habits of the 
mass of the people that really fix the standard. Congress could directly or indi- 
rectly establish silver as the legal standard—and by injudicious legislation here- 
tofore it has gone far towards such a goal—and then this standard would enter 
into our daily computation of domestic value, but the real standard would remain 
that of the commercial world, and by that values would be fixed in the ultimate 
estimation. Gold would nominally be at a premium and go out of circulation, but 
silver would really be at a discount. Men would retain in mind the real standard 
and measure values by that while expressing them in terms of the other. 
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Congress could put this nation out of touch and unison with the commercial 
world, but the great operations of trade would move on in other lands unaffected. 
Only in this country would values be unstable as exchange would fluctuate. Only 
here would the laborer find his day’s work of reduced and unstable purchasing 
power, returning to him a less and uncertain equivalent in the necessaries of 
life. Only here would the merchant add to the price of his goods, and thus extort 
from his customers compensation for the risk he encounters from fluctuation in 
the exchange value of the standard dollar, which would be an Ishmaelite among 
the nations of civilized trade. Only here would financial chaos reign supreme. 

The United States can take no such risk. She can leave open no such possi- 
bility. The world of trade and commerce has adopted the standard of gold. 
Nation after nation has adjusted its system to it. Modern methods and the 
inventive genius of man have brought the nations into closer material, social and 
moral touch with each other. Communication and intercourse are quicker and 
more complete and the powers of ignorance, prejudice and pride are being swept 
away. No nation in this grand “age on ages telling” can afford to 
isolate itself, and least of all this great progressive American people. We 
are entering on a new and wider career of commercial competition. We cannot 
be hampered by insular methods, discarded theories, or inferior standards. We 
cannot afford that there shall be doubt or uncertainty in our position, either in 
the minds of our own people or the nations of the world. Our credit is of too 
much value to be thus endangered; our business too immense and important to 
be thus demoralized or paralyzed. 

By the act of November 1, 1893, Congress declared its fixed purpose to main- 
tain its gold and silver money “of equal intrinsic and exchangeable value, such 
equality to be secured through international agreement, or by such safeguards 
of legislation as will insure the maintenance of the parity in value of the two 
metals and the equal power of every dollar at all times in the markets and in the 
payment of.debts.” The effort to secure such equality “through international 
agreement” has been made, honestly and persistently made, and failed. Now 
the “safeguards of legislation” must be invoked, and this bill is one of them. It 
stands in the way of no future international agreement. If the nations of the 
world can ever be brought to unite in an honest effort to maintain silver at any 
agreed ratio of value to gold, the United States, as a great silver-producing nation, 
will assume its share of the responsibility. Such value can only be maintained by 
furnishing to owners of silver an unlimited market at a fixed permanent valua- 
tion. If this could be accomplished, it might give us another measure of value, 
but it would leave but one standard. It would be simply by artificial means 
bringing silver into a certain fixed relation of value to gold, but gold would 
remain the standard from which and by which this relation would be computed. 

Let there be no misapprehension of terms. A double bimetallic standard is 
impracticable—-impossible. A bimetallic currency is practicable and desirable, 
and is promoted, strengthened, and fortified by this bill. There is a great differ- 
ence between a bimetallic standard and a bimetallic currency, and no misappre- 
hension or popular prejudice should be aroused by a confusion of the two ideas. 
We adopt gold as the standard, because it is the most stable in value and hence 
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the most just and safe standard by which to measure other values. We promote 
the convenience of the people by providing an adequate supply of both silver and 
gold in our currency, but we can only do it with justice to them by protecting them 
from possible depreciation of silver in their hands, and hence we throw about it 
such safeguards, by limiting its coinage and providing for its exchange, as will 
maintain its parity with our gold and paper currency. 

The only possible way for one nation by itself to maintain a bimetallic cur- 
rency is to fix the more valuable metal as the standard and then sustain the 
cheaper metal at a parity by the reinforcement of the nation’s credit; but this 
can only be done within the safe limits of such credit. 


SECTION 2.—OBLIGATIONS MADE PAYABLE IN GOLD. 


The second section is the natural and logical corollary of the first. It en- 
grafts the standard therein defined upon all contracts, between individuals, but 
preserves by a specific proviso all existing legal tender laws from any possible 
inferential repeal or impairment by any of the other sections of the bill. Under 
it all obligations for the payment of money are payable in the dollars of the 
standard prescribed in the first section, except in so far as the Government here- 
tofore, by vesting in some other dollar legal-tender qualities, has made it re- 
ceivable in payment of such debts. 

The section further expressly declares what has long been well understood, 
and what follows as an inevitable result from the repeatedly and solemnly declared 
intention and fixed purpose to preserve at all times the parity of gold and silver 
in the currency of the nation at its coinage ratio, viz., that all the obligations 
of the United States, unless otherwise specifically provided, are payable in gold 
coin at the option of the creditor. 

The non-interest bearing obligations of the Government, known as green- 
backs and Treasury notes, and payable by their terms simply in “coin,” have long, 
if not always, been understood, both by the holders and the Government to be 
payable in gold coin, and have been so paid to the amount of many millions of 
dollars. The refusal to so pay on demand would at once send gold to a premium, 
and thus destroy the parity between the two money metals, which Congress by the 
acts of 1890 and 1893 has declared must be maintained. This bill simply proposes 
to clothe in plain language and place on the statute books in explicit terms the 
necessary consequences of existing law. The fixed policy of the Government to 
maintain the parity between gold and silver in our currency makes the obligations 
of the Government, in fact, payable in gold. This bill simply proposes to declare 
by law what is already a fact, and to declare it in a way that every one can under- 
stand. 

There will be $100,000,000 of this nation’s 5 per cent bonds redeemable in 
1904, and $559,640,160 of 4 per cent bonds redeemable in 1907, and the passage 
of this act would, in the opinion of practical financiers, enable the Government 
to refund these bonds at 24 per cent, thereby saving to the Government many 
million dollars in interest charges. 

Payment of a national obligation rests on national honor. It can be forced 
only by the power of a stronger nation. The value of its obligations, then, de- 
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pends on the confidence of the men who hold or who may be willing to hold them 
in the intention and ability of the debtor nation to pay them in the world’s money 
of commerce. No one doubts the ability of the United States to pay; no one 
impugns our national honor. It requires, then, only an unequivocal declaration 
of our purpose to pay according to the common standard of all great commercial 
nations of the world to place our national credit on the very pinnacle of universal 
confidence. 

In corroboration of the views expressed by your committee they quote from 
the annual report of the Secretary of the Treasury for 1897, as follows: 

The advantage involved in the proposed action lies in this: It removes an 
ambiguity from our contract relations, an ambiguity which affects unfavorably 
the Government credit. The word “coin,” now used to express the obligation 
in the public debt, is an ambiguous word. It is no doubt understood by the more 
discriminating public creditor to mean gold coin, and the solemn act of Congress 
pledging the maintenance of silver coin upon a parity with gold coin makes it 
impossible to construe the word “coin” as therein used to mean anything other 
than gold or its full equivalent. Yet, as this is a conclusion of logic rather than 
a clear statement of fact, the simpler and more humble investors or would-be 


investors in the public debt are confused and doubtful and the public credit is the 
weaker therefor. 


SECTION 3.—COINAGE. 


The best and the worst that can be said of the third section is that it is a 
restatement of existing law. It is incorporated in the bill for convenient refer- 


ence and to give symmetry and completeness to its provisions, and is declaratory 
of the fixed purpose and policy of the Government as to its metallic money. 


SECTIONS 4, 5 AND 6.—GOLD RESERVE. 


The fourth, fifth and sixth sections make provision for a reserve for the 
redemption of the United States notes and Treasury notes and for exchange for 
gold of silver dollars when required and for the redemption of outstanding gold 
and currency certificates. There is no provision in existing law for any gold 
reserve except as it may be inferentially drawn from the act of July 12, 1882. It 
has been the judgment of eminent and experienced financiers that a hundred 
million dollars should be held in the Treasury as a reserve against the greenbacks 
and Treasury notes, and it has been the policy of the Government to maintain 
a reserve of that amount; but its preservation is a matter of prudent and wise 
judgment by the Secretary of the Treasury rather than of statutory requirement. 
This bill gives to the keeping of such reserve the sanction of law, provides for its 
formation and replenishment as necessity may require, and for its separation on 
the books of the Treasury Department from the general fund, and protects it from 
encroachment by the ordinary demands of the Government. 

This reserve fund, provided for in the bill, is made up: First, of the gold 
coin and bullion for which gold certificates are outstanding, which necessarily 
equals the amount of such gold certificates, which on January 1, 1899, amounted 
to $36,808,999; secondly, of the United States notes held against outstanding 
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currency certificates, which on January 1, amounted to $20,685,000; third, of the 
silver dollars in the Treasury for which silver certificates are outstanding, amount- 
ing January 1, 1899, to $399,430,504; fourth, of the silver bullion in the Treasury 
purchased by the Treasury notes and pledged to their redemption, amounting 
January 1 to 101,394,482.30 ounces, costing $101,733,319.56; fifth, of an amount 
in gold coin and bullion equal to 25 per cent of the United States notes and 
Treasury notes outstanding, which January 1, would have amounted to $110,- 
801,224, there having been then outstanding $346,681,016 in United States 
notes, and $96,523,280 in Treasury notes; sixth, of a sum in gold equal to 5 per 
cent of the aggregate coinage of the silver dollars, which on January 1 would 
have been $23,512,242.75, there having been before that date coined 470,244,857 
silver dollars. 

The first four items, being specifically pledged to the redemption of par- 
ticular obligations, do not enter into the general redemption fund. 

The reserve against the Government demand notes is substantially what 
has long been held and considered a proper amount. The 5 per cent of the 
coinage of the silver dollars is provided for the exchange for gold of any that 
may be presented for that purpose. It is not thought that any considerable sum 
will, as a matter of fact, be presented for such exchange, for the reason that if 
the people are entirely satisfied that they are, and are to remain, as good as gold, 
there will be no motive to desire this exchange. The silver certificates, being 
all in small denominations, will enter into the everyday business, and small ex- 
changes of the people will be widely disseminated and cannot be spared from the 
daily wants of the people, nor easily gathered up to raid the Treasury, were there 
any motive for such action. 

For the replenishment of this reserve in case of emergency, or inability to 
keep it intact by transfer of Treasury funds, provision is made for the sale of 
bonds at a lower rate of interest than now authorized. Existing law provides for 
the sale of three kinds of bonds, viz., 5 per cent ten year bonds, 43 per cent fifteen 
year bonds, and 4 per cent thirty year bonds, and the act of July 3, 1896, author- 
izes the Secretary of the Treasury to use any of these bonds to purchase coin. 
The bill under consideration provides for a more salable bond, on a more accept- 
able time and at a lower rate of interest. 

Under the law as it now stands there is nothing to protect the gold reserve 
from being encroached on for ordinary expenses whenever the general fund is 
exhausted; in fact, it is a part of the general fund, intended to be maintained as 
a surplus over and above the amount necessary to meet the ordinary expenses of 
the Government, but in no way protected against them. This bill provides for 
its separation on the books of the Treasury and its being carried thereon as a dis- 
tinct fund, not to be used for any purpose except that to which it is by law 
dedicated. To insure the strict and systematic fulfillment of this purpose, this 
bill creates a new division in the Treasury Department, having full charge of the 
issue and redemption of the Government demand obligations and the exchange of 
its different kinds of money. These operations are thus kept entirely distinct from 
the general operations of the Treasury, and are more clearly understood and 
more systematically and efficiently conducted. 
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SECTION 7.—EXCHANGE OF DIFFERENT KINDS OF MONEY. 


By this section the Government assumes frankly and boldly the obligations 
and the possible burden of keeping every dollar of currency issued by it on a par 
with every other dollar, and it does this by making any and every dollar issued by 
the Government exchangeable at the Government counter, directly or indirectly, 
for any other kind of Government dollar which may be desired. This, in terms, 
increases the gold obligations of the Government to the extent of the outstanding 
amount of silver dollars, in exchange for which gold may be demanded. In 
fact this is no increase, for the obligation now resting on the Government to 
maintain the parity of the two metals, practically requires the exchange of gold 
for silver whenever necessary to maintain this parity, and this can only arise 
when silver is or is thought likely to become the less valuable of the two metals. 
When such condition does not exist, no demand for exchange will arise under 
the proposed law; and when it does exist, it must be met, even under the present 
law. Hence, the increase of the gold liability of the Government by expressly 
providing for the exchange of gold for silver is rather nominal and apparent than 
substantial and real. 

The assumption that this bill in any way impairs any of the money qualities 
of the standard silver dollar is utterly unfounded. Its legal tender quality is 
carefully preserved by express provision. The allegation that it is made by the 
bill redeemable in gold and by this means converted into token money is incorrect, 
and grows out of lack of an accurate knowledge of the meaning of words. The 
bill nowhere provides in any way for the redemption of silver dollars in gold. As 
well might it be said that it provides for the redemption of the gold coins in 
silver and that thus their money qualities are impaired. The mutual exchange 
of one for the other is provided for, and not the redemption of either. “Swap- 
ping dollars is no redemption” as was well said by an eminent authority. 

Provision is made for the redemption of Government notes, but simply for 
the exchange of silver for gold and gold for silver, and also of Government notes 
for gold; and no one will claim that by such exchange for Government notes gold 
is redeemed. 

But, even conceding it to be a distinctive redemption, it is still a necessity to 
save silver from utter discredit. It is of no use to withstand stubborn and im- 
mutable facts. Silver is a depreciated metal and must inevitably be discredited 
in coinage, except for the artificial support given it by the Government. The 
silver dollar has in it approximately 50 cents of value (having averaged during the 
last year $0.44607) and 50 cents of Government credit. It is to that extent a 
Government obligation, to be met like any other Government obligation. But 
the part of the dollar which is Government credit can not be redeemed without 
the rest, and hence the whole dollar must be redeemed, if redemption is 
demanded, and only in this manner can its face value be kept unimpaired. This 
fact is recognized by other countries besides our own. The Latin Union in 
extending their compact in 1885 provided that if any 5-frane pieces were there- 
after coined they should be redeemable in gold by the country coining them; 
and one-half of all 5-frane pieces theretofore coined should, on the dissolution 
of the Union, be redeemable in gold. 
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An undue proportion of silver in the currency can be prevented from depre- 
ciation in no other way, and the effective way for repressing a desire for the 
exchange of the two metals is to make the possibility of such exchange easy, and 
fully understood as certain and easy, and then it will not be asked. 

“We have committed ourselves too fully to the policy of maintaining the 
parity between the two metals, by governmental action if necessary, to turn back 
now. The Government has issued and put into the hands of the people 470,- 
244,857 silver dollars at 100 cents each, receiving a full equivalent therefor, and 
has pledged itself to maintain their par value, and faith must be kept. Every 
one of those dollars is practically a gold obligation to-day. This bill simply, 
frankly and honestly recognizes that fact. It increases the real gold obligations 
of this Government not one cent. 


SECTIONS 8 AND 9.—RETIREMENT OF UNITED STATES NOTES AND 
TREASURY NOTES. 


The gradual retirement of the Government’s demand notes is provided for in 
Sections 8 and 9. For the first five years they are retired only as presented for 
payment in gold and to an amount not to exceed the increase in national-bank 
circulation during the same period. It is improbable that any very large amount 
will be retired under this section, and it is impossible that any contraction of 
the currency can result therefrom. Under the provisions of Section 10, when 
paid in gold they would be retained in the Treasury till released by the presenta- 
tion of gold in exchange for them and the eighth section simply retires so many 
of them thus redeemed in gold as have been replaced in our currency by the 
increase of national-bank circulation. 

At the end of five years the systematic retirement of our demand notes 
begins and proceeds for five years as said notes are received by the Government 
in the regular course of business. No compulsion is provided to bring them in, 
and if the people don’t want them retired they have only to hold on to them and 
keep them in circulation without their reaching the National Treasury. At the 
end of ten years they cease to be legal tender, but remain a gold-demand obliga- 
tion of the Government and are receivable for all dues to the United States. 

It will thus be seen that the retirement contemplated is gradual, with 
abundant previous notice and full provisions for any necessary preparation. 
There is no ground for reasonable apprehension that such retirement will produce 
any hurtful contraction of the currency. There is more probability that five 
years hence with the development of an efficient bank system the volume of cur- 
rency will have become so large that the Government notes can be spared 
without inconvenience. 

During the fiscal year 1898 our stock of gold coin and bullion in this country 
increased $165,275,764. The receipts of gold bullion at our mints and assay 
offices in 1898 were $147,693,195, against $87,003,338 in 1897. There was 
imported into the United States in 1898 gold to the amount of $120,402,195 and 
exported $15,533,719, giving a net gain of $104,869,476. The increase in the 
deposits at our Mints and assay offices is due to the active development of our 
different mining sections and especially to the receipts from the Klondike field. 
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There is every reason to believe that this production will continue to increase, and 
probably quite largely. 

The Director of the Mint estimates that the average annual world’s product 
of gold for the next ten years will be double that of the last ten, and America will 
have her full share thereof. 

The imports of gold are part of the outcome of the great balance of trade in 
our favor. Our total exports during the fiscal year 1898 were $1,231,482,330 
and the total imports $616,050,654, leaving a balance of $615,431,676 in our 
favor, a part of which was evidently paid in gold. There is no reason to antici- 
pate a reversal of these trade conditions as long as the present policy of the 
Government is maintained. 

These two agencies must, then, produce a large increase in our stock of 
gold in the next five years. Add to this the increase that under the operation of 
this bill would undoubtedly take place in our national-bank circulation and it is 
probable that five years hence the Government notes will not be needed for 
currency purposes and can easily be spared from our circulation. If they are to 
be retired at all, now is unquestionably a favorable time to commence the work. 

This brings us to the question, Should they be retired at all? 

In the first place they were never intended as a permanent part of our cur- 
rency. They were issued in the emergencies of the rebellion as a war measure. 
They were a forced loan from the people, to he repaid as soon as it could well be 
done. This is evident from the title and provisions of the first bill authorizing 
their issue. It was “An act to authorize the issue of United States notes, and 
for the redemption and funding thereof, and for funding the floating debt of 
the United States,” and it provided that “any holder of said United States notes 
depositing any sum not less than fifty dollars, or some multiple of fifty dollars, 
with the Treasurer of the United States or either of the assistant treasurers shall 
receive in exchange therefor duplicate certificates of deposit; one of which may 
be transmitted to the Secretary of the Treasury, who shall thereupon issue to the 
holder an equal amount of the bonds of the United States, coupon or registered, 
as may by said holder be desired, bearing interest at the rate of 6 per cent per 


annum, payable semi-annually, and redeemable at the pleasure of the Govern- 


ment after five years, and payable twenty years from the date thereof.” The 
country then had no money and was powerless to provide for payment therewith. 
It therefore provided for the payment and redemption of said notes on demand , 
in the only way then practicable, viz, by conversion into an interest-bearing bond, 
payable at a definite time. This shows that the men who created the greenbacks 
regarded them as only a temporary expedient, to speedily pass out of our cur- 
rency system. 

The act of July 11, 1862, “To authorize an additional issue of United States 
notes and for other purposes” repeated this provision for funding, and added, 
“Provided, however, That any note issued under this act may be paid in coin, 
instead of being received in exchange for certificates of deposit, as above speci- 
fied, at the direction (discretion) of the Secretary of the Treasury,” still indicating 
that these notes were regarded as a debt to be speedily paid. After the war 
closed, the payment of these debts commenced as soon as practicable. 
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The act of April 12, 1866, authorized the sale of bonds, “the proceeds thereof 
to be used only for retiring Treasury notes or other obligations issued under any 
act of Congress,” but with the limitation “that of United States notes not more 
than $10,000,000 may be retired and canceled within six months from the passage 
of this act, and thereafter not more than $4,000,000 in any one month.” Under 
this law the Secretary of the Treasury paid off and retired $59,164,318 of these 
notes, when Congress intervened, and by the act of February 4, 1868, which 
became a law without the approval of the President, provided “that the authority 
of the Secretary of the Treasury to make any reduction of the currency by retiring 
or canceling United States notes shall be, and is hereby, suspended.” 

The next year, however, was passed the act of March 19, 1869, “to strengthen 
the public eredit,” which declared in its opening sentence, “That in order to 
remove any doubt as to the purpose of the Government to discharge all just 
obligations to the public creditors” it is provided, etc., and the last sentence of 
this law reads as follows, viz: “And the United States also solemnly pledges its 
faith to make provision at the earliest practicable period for the redemption of 
the United States notes in coin.” 

This was primarily an assurance to the holders of the Government’s obliga- 
tions that they should be paid in specie. But it was also a solemn pledge of the 
faith of the Government to the earliest practicable “discharge” of its obligations 
to the public creditor holding its demand notes, by payment in coin, and thus 
wiping out of existence the evidence of its indebtedness. 

The resumption act of January 14, 1875, made it the duty of the Secretary 
of the Treasury to redeem the United States notes till the amount outstanding 
would be reduced to $300,000,000 and he had redeemed and retired the further 
sum of $35,318,984, when Congress again intervened and passed the act of May 
31, 1878, “To forbid the further retirement of the United States legal tender 
notes.” This was the same Congress which passed the Bland-Allison silver 
coinage act and gave to the country the then novel device of the silver certificate. 
It was for “more money” without much reference to the quality and with no 
apparent regard for the solemnly plighted faith of the Government. 

A Government’s obligation rests only on its honor, and hence that honor 
should be scrupulously guarded. If its notes are but evidences of the debt of the 
Government, to the payment of which, “at the earliest practicable period” the 
faith of the nation was solemnly pledged, that pledge ought to be kept, regardless 
of other considerations. 

But, secondly, these notes have been and may again become a serious 
manace to the Government. They have been the convenient means of largely 
depleting the Government’s supply of gold and creating doubt and distrust of 
the Government’s ability to maintain the parity of the two metals in its currency, 
and thus the credit of the nation at home and abroad has been seriously imper- 
iled, alarm has been spread through business circles, and the enterprise of our 
people been more or less paralyzed. It is no answer to say that this is a matter 
of the past and does not exist to-day. Fortunately that is so, and hence to-day 
is the time to remedy the mistakes of the past and guard against a recurrence of 


the dangers to which these mistakes led. If a leaky roof exists, there is no wis- 
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dom in saying in fair weather that it does not need mending because the rain is 
not then going through it. It is no time to mend it in the pelting storm or the 
raging cyclone. It can best be done when the roof is dry and the sun is 
brightest. 

If we have a weak link in the chain of our financial system, the time to repair 
and strengthen it is not when the strain is on, for the attempt then may be 
fraught with danger, but rather when the strain is removed and it can be brought 
to the anvil to be reforged. So in this season of prosperity, of ease and quiet 
in financial circles, of stirring activity in business life, we can best and safest 
carefully inspect our financial system, remedy the defects, and remove the 
dangers. 

There is eminent authority for the assertion that there is no way of judging 
the future but by the past, and if in the past the Government notes have formed 
an “endless chain” to remove the gold from our vaults, if they have brought 
doubt, distrust, and danger to our people, confusion and paralysis to our busi- 
ness operations, and loss and embarrassment to the Government, they are liable 
to do it again; and hence the possibility ought to be prevented. 

But it may be said that this means the sale of bonds and payment of interest. 
If the welfare of the people is involved, cost ought not to be counted. If the 
honor of the nation has been pledged and is at stake, cost must not be counted. 
But how about the bugbear of bonds? To keep these notes has already cost 
the nation the issue of $262,315,400 of bonds, and even that did not diminish 
their volume one dollar. If allowed to operate in the same way, it is entirely 
conceivable, but not immediately probable, that they may cost another, and equal 
or larger issue. On the other hand, they can be wiped out of existence and all 
danger from them forever removed by the issue at most of a less amount of bonds. 
To demonstrate this it will appear that, exclusive of those in the Treasury, there 
are outstanding $94,942,741 of Treasury notes. If this bill passes with its pro- 
visions for keeping all our forms of money of equal value, these notes will easily 
be redeemed in the silver dollars coined from the bullion for which the notes 
were given, and as contemplated by the law authorizing them. 

There are of United States notes outstanding, exclusive of those in the 
Treasury, $312,415,738. Apply to this the gold reserve now on hand, or only 
that required by the bill to be maintained, viz: $110,801,074 and it is evident 
that the bonds on the highest estimate required to pay off and retire these notes 
will be much less than it has already cost us to keep them. 

3ut suppose bonds have to be issued and interest on them paid, what amount 
of additional burden does this impose on the nation? There is expense attached 
to the issue and reissue of these notes, the keeping accounts thereof, the holding 
of over a hundred million dollars of idle gold in the Treasury, against them, 
and when all is figured up the saving over a square bond issue is very small. Ex- 
Senator Edmunds, before the Banking and Currency Committee, speaking for 
the Monetary Commission, said: 

The commission made careful investigation of that and got the figures and 


statistics—which I have not at hand now—and the result of our investigation 
in reference to the saving of interest was that when you take all the expenses 
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of the accounting and the amount of reserve we have held all the time, the amount 
of interest we have saved, in round numbers, would not amount to 1 per cent; 
| do not remember exactly but it was not more, I think, than 1 per cent a year. 
In fact, balancing the accounts on honest business principles, taking all debits 
and credits on our outstanding Treasury and United States notes, we found that 
it was almost entirely an illustion to suppose we are saving much of it. 


This computation probably does not include the payment of interest on 
bonds issued to protect the Treasury against these notes. If it did it would 
appear that we are keeping these notes in circulation at a positive loss to the 
Government. 

This little saving, if there is such, by no means compensates for the anxiety 
and danger brought to the nation, nor should it stand a moment between the 
nation and the fulfillment of its pledged faith. 

But it is said there is a sentimental attachment to the greenbacks because 
they saved the life of the nation. This may be true, but this is now a question 
not of sentiment, but of safety. The old-fashioned muskets that our boys 
carried and the cannon that now ornament cemeteries and public parks may be 
said to have saved the life of the nation, but we would hardly insist in using 
them against an enemy’s more effective weapons of modern warfare. The note 
discounted to pay the physician may be said to have saved the life of the sick 
child, but that is scant reason why it should permanently remain unpaid to the 
destruction of the credit of the maker and to the possible peril of his home. 
These notes are a debt. They have remained unpaid and without interest for 
thirty-five years. The nation isable to pay them. Her resqurces are ample; her 
credit is unbounded. Let her follow the path of honor and safety and pay 
them. 

Third, it was never contemplated that the nation should engage in the 
banking business. Gradually it has come to exercise the functions of a bank, 
both of deposit and of issue. The sooner these abnormal governmental opera- 
tions are discontinued the better, but it should be done gradually and prudently, 
and without shock to the vast financial mechanism of this great nation. 


SECTION 10.—NOTES REDEEMED IN GOLD ONLY TO BE RE- 
ISSUED FOR GOLD. 


The committee, by the approval of Section 10, have accepted the recom- 
mendation and reasoning of the President in his last annual message as follows: 


That when any of the United States notes are presented for redemption in 
gold and are redeemed in gold, such notes shall be kept and set apart and only paid 
out in exchange for gold. This is an obvious duty. If the holder of the 
United States note prefers the gold and gets it from the Government, he should 
not receive back from the Government a United States note without paying gold 
in exchange for it. The reason for this is made all the more apparent when 
the Government issues an interest-bearing debt to provide gold for the redemp- 
tion of United States notes—a non-interest-bearing debt. Surely it should not 
pay them out again except on demand. 

Nothing need be added in further explanation of this section. 

Vou. XVII—No. 2—2 
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SECTIONS 11 AND 12.—ADDITIONAL SUBSIDIARY SILVER COIN. 


We have in circulation and in the Treasury about $76,000,000 in subsidiary 
silver coin. This is scarcely more than we had twenty years ago, and consid- 
erably less than we had six years ago. For twenty years we have coined no new 
subsidiary coin except from worn and uncurrent coin and the small amount of 
partings and savings at the Mints. Hence our volume of subsidiary coin has 
diminished rather than increased. Meantime the nation has grown in popula- 
tion by many millions; its business has vastly expanded; its habits of life and 
methods of business have so changed as to require more rather than less of 
“change” money; the cost of production and transportation, and hence the cost 
of purchase, of very many articles has been greatly lessened; the dollar is more 
frequently and more unevenly subdivided in the retail transactions of everyday 
life than was done twenty or thirty years ago. The demand on the Treasury 
and Mints for new halves, quarters and dimes is practically continuous. The 
last superintendent of the Philadelphia Mint estimated that we could use $50,- 
000,000 more of subsidiary coin in the near future. The Secretary of the Treas- 


ury says: 
The demand for new fractional silver coin since 1890 has been much greater 
than the amount coined, and the Treasury has been compelled to pay out worn 
coin, as the amount of new coins manufactured has been limited to the appropria- 
tion made for the payment of loss on recoinage of such coins. 
And he expresses the opinion that $50,000,000 additional subsidiary coin 


would be absorbed into our domestic currency in a few years. Add to that the 
additional demand that is bound to come from Hawaii, Porto Rico, Cuba and 
probably the Philippines, and the necessity for an increase in cur fractional silver 
coinage becomes a pressing one that should not be neglected. 

Assuming then, as beyond successful dispute, that more subsidiary coin is 
needed, the question arises, How can this want be best supplied? The Govern- 
ment had on hand January 1, 1899, 101,394,482 ounces of silver bullion, pur- 
chased under the law of July 18, 1890, costing $101,733,319, and for which 
demand notes of the Government, generally designated as “Treasury notes,” 
have been given, and $96,523,681 of which are now outstanding. By the pro- 
visions of the law of 1890 this bullion is to be coined into silver dollars as fast as 
may be necessary to redeem the notes given for its purchase, but the war-revenue 
act of 1898 prescribes that this coinage shall be carried on at the rate of one 
and a half millions of dollars per month. We had, however, in the Treasury on 
January 1, 405,061,304 silver dollars, against which there were outstanding 
$399,430,504 in silver certificates, of which $7,098,509 were held in the Treasury, 
and in actual circulation there were 65,183,553 silver dollars, making an aggre- 
gate of 470,244,857 of coined silver dollars in the country. Why coin more? 
They are not demanded by the people and will not be used as currency, but will 
simply be deposited as the basis for an anomalous paper currency, of which the 
country has already a sufficiency, if not an excess. 

If, on the other hand, this bullion, or a part of it, is coined into half-dollars, 
quarters, and dimes, it will go into actual circulation, and stay there, ministering 
to the wants and convenience of the people in the minor transactions of daily 
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life and trade, seldom returning for redemption in any way unt below - the 


limit of toleration, and never in any way to embarrass the G ent-OF 
affect its credit. Fully a third of the bullion on hand, and probably more, could 
thus be easily absorbed into the currency of the country in a way that would 
materially contribute to the convenience of the people. It would yield to the 
Government more currency than if coined into dollars, and of a kind that would 
not clog the customs collecting offices and the channels of trade, as the silver 
dollars and their paper representatives have at times done. 

This silver bullion is, however, pledged to the redemption of the Treasury 
notes given for its purchase, and hence an amount of such notes equal to the 
cost of the bullion coined into subsidiary coin must be redeemed by the Gov- 
ernment and canceled. 

There was in the Treasury on January 1, 1899, about $3,000,000 in worn 
and uncurrent silver coin. There is no legal authority for the recoining of these 
coins, except as it is given from year to year in the appropriation bills. There 
should be permanent authority vested in the Secretary of the Treasury for this 
recoinage, and such is provided in Section 12 of this bill. 

The repealing clause of this section is of special importance. On January 
1, 1899, there was in circulation and in the Treasury $76,587,161 in subsidiary 
silver coin. This is $26,587,161 in excess of the limit allowed by law. The act 
of July 22, 1876, fixed the maximum amount at $50,000,000. This law is still 
in force, and the Solicitor of the Treasury in a recent opinion says: 


I am of the opinion that the joint resolution is a limitation upon Section 28 
of the coinage act of 1873, and that all the outstanding subsidiary silver coin in 
excess of $50,000,000 has been put in circulation without authority of law. 


This affords conclusive reason for legislation to accomplish the purpose 
contemplated in Sections 11 and 12. 

It is proper to add that the necessity for such legislation was urgently 
pressed on the attention of your committee by the Secretary of the Treasury in 
his letter of January 21, 1898, and that your committee several months ago 
reported a bill meeting the necessities pointed out. 


SECTION 13.—RETIREMENT OF GOLD CERTIFICATES AND CUR- 
RENCY CERTIFICATES. 


The whole system of gold certificates, silver certificates, and currency cer- 
tificates is an anomaly, an excrescence on our financial system, known and prac- 
ticed by no other nation. There is no valid reason why the Government should 
be a warehouseman for the safekeeping of specific articles deposited, nor a bank 
for the reception of general money deposits. The man who is fortunate enough 
to have money, be it gold, silver or paper, ought to take care of it without asking 
the Government to do it for him. If not, banks are created for the express pur- 
pose of receiving such deposits, issuing certificates therefor if desired, and re- 
turning them on demand. It is no part of the proper function of the Govern- 
ment. The unnatural enlargement of our silver coinage under the act of 1878 
beyond the uses or demands of the people for silver dollars led to the innovation 
of their deposit with the Government and the issue of paper certificates there- 
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for. No other nation has them; but they are so firmly engrafted on our system that 
they cannot be withdrawn at present nor in the near future. But if made of the 
small denominations provided by this bill they are likely to prove no serious men- 
ace or detriment to the Government, but of substantial convenience to the people, 
of whose daily currency they will form a large part. 

Not so with the gold and currency certificates. They are not currency in 
the hands of the people, and the currency certificates, at least to their extent, are 
a constant danger and menace to the Government. They are simply a convenience 
for banks, brokers and exporters of gold, and facilitate the raiding of the Treas- 
ury of its gold. No useful purpose of public convenience or welfare is subserved 
by their continued use, and the possibility of their being made the instrument 
of serious inconvenience, embarrassment and detriment to the Government in 
times of emergency ought not to exist. They ought to be wiped out of exist- 
ence, and with them the authority for their issue. 


SECTIONS 14 AND 16—DENOMINATIONS OF UNITED STATES NOTES, 
TREASURY NOTES, AND SILVER CERTIFICATES AND 
NATIONAL BANK NOTES. 


By the provision of these two sections all silver certificates shall be of the 
denominations of five dollars and under, and all Government notes and national 
bank notes shall be of the denominations of ten dollars and over. This reserves 
to silver the entire circulating medium of the country in denominations under ten 
dollars, except the half eagles, the nickels and pennies. It gives it a definite 
place, and its proper place, in our currency. It is the medium for the payment 
of small debts. It can not, from its nature, and the weight and bulk represent- 
ing any considerable value, be made the instrument for the payment of large 
debts or the medium of large exchanges. What it cannot do itself its paper rep- 
resentative ought not to undertake. This bill gives it its proper place and pro- 
tects it in the performance of its proper functions. It is not possible to gather 
together silver dollars in such amounts as to make the large, unforeseen and con- 
tinued raids on the Treasury gold reserve that are dangerous. It will be im- 
practicable to withdraw from the hands of the people and the channels of small 
trade the silver certificates, scattered as they will be over our entire great coun- 
try, and gather them together in quantities to endanger the gold reserve by any 
indirect raid on it through intermediate redemption in silver dollars and their 
exchange for gold. 

The supply of paper money of the denominations of ten dollars and over is 
ultimately left to the banks alone, and they must be responsible for its redemp- 
tion. For a time, however, this field is partially occupied by the Treasury notes 
and the greenbacks. The former are being gradually retired under the provi- 
sions of the law creating them, and in any event will be out of existence in a 
few years. The gradual retirement of the greenbacks will thus eventually leave 
the National Treasury practically safe from raids on its store of gold, except hy 
its ordinary demands and legitimate expenses. 
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There are now in circulation of denominations less than ten dollars:

—making a total of $126,171,383. 

There are in circulation of national bank notes of denominations less than 
ten dollars, viz., fives, $75,017,585, which, added to the Government notes, makes 
an aggregate of $201,188,968 of small notes to give place to silver certificates. 

There are in circulation of silver certificates of denominations of over five 
dollars as follows: 

Of ten dollars $125,653,466 

Of twenty dollars 81,062,830 

Of fifty dollars 22,844,235 

Of one hundred dollars 9,495,870 

Of five hundred dollars 176,000 

Of one thousand dollars 269,000 
—making a total of $239,501,401 to be converted into small notes. Thus it will 
be seen that the volume of our small notes will be increased $38,311,433, which 
increase is needed. 


SECTION 15—NATIONAL BANK CURRENCY INCREASED TO PAR OF 
BONDS DEPOSITED. 


Under the present law national banks receive and can issue but 90 per cent 
of the par value of the bonds deposited. All these bonds are at a premium, 
except the 2 per cents, which are practically at par, and even at so large a premium 
as to offer an inducement to banks to withdraw them and retire their circula- 
tion. The Government ought not in advance to discredit its own bonds. They 
are and are likely to remain abundant security at their face value, and if in the 
future a different situation arises, the law gives full ower to the Comptroller of 
the Currency to require the deposit of additional security. By this section the 
available capital of the banks, and hence their ability to accommodate their cus- 
tomers, is increased 10 per cent, and more currency of an acceptable character is 
put in circulation at 3,600 different points all over the country. The increase 
allowed on bonds on deposit July 1, 1899, would be $25,926,963. 

The Comptroller of the Currency in his report for 1897 says: 

Whatever justification there was in the first instance for restricting the issu- 
ing of notes against the bonds of the Government deposited with the Treasurer of 
the United States to 90 per cent of the par value thereof, long since ceased. In 
the report of every Comptroller of the Currency for the last twenty years the 
wisdom of changing the existing law, so that the banks, and, through them, the 
communities in which they are located, might have the additional benefit of an 
added loanable capital, has been urged. 


This increase of circulation to the par value of the bonds deposited has been 
recommended successively by Secretaries of the Treasury McCulloch, Windom, 
Foster, Carlisle and Gage in their annual reports. 
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Four Presidents, viz., Arthur, Harrison, Cleveland and McKinley, have called 
the attention of Congress in their annual messages to the justice and wisdom 
of this increase. 

Your committee cannot find that any good reason has ever been given for 
disregarding these often-repeated recommendations of Comptrollers, Secretaries 
and Presidents, but still the law has remained unchanged. 


SECTION 17—TAX ON CIRCULATION. 


The law now requires the payment of an annual tax of 1 per cent on the cir- 
culation of national banks. President Arthur as early as 1883 recommended its 
repeal. President Cleveland repeatedly recommended its reduction to one-fourth 
of 1 per cent, and President McKinley in 1897 repeated this recommendation. 
These recommendations involved the substitution of no other tax for that pro- 
posed to be remitted. 

Secretary Folger recommended a reduction of this tax, Secretary McCulloch 
its repeal, Secretary Windom its reduction, Secretaries Foster and Carlisle its re- 
duction to one-fourth of 1 per cent, and Secretary Gage to one-half of 1 per cent. 

As early as 1865 Comptroller Clarke suggested that the tax on circulation 
be one-half of 1 per cent “as an indemnity to the Government for the expense 
incurred in furnishing the banks with circulatory notes and meeting the expendi- 
tures incidental to the administration of the bureau,” but he added: “Perhaps 
a preferable method in relation to the expense thus incurred for circulation and 
supervision would be found in waiving the tax on circulation and meeting the 
expenditures required by such direct assessment on the banks as should be equi- 
table.” 

In 1882 Comptroller Knox suggested the reduction of the tax to one-half of 
1 per cent. Comptroller Cannon in 1884 and 1885 recommended the repeal of the 
tax. Comptrollers Lacey and Eckels recommended the reduction of the tax to 
one-fourth of 1 per cent. Comptroller Hepburn recommended a repeal of the 
tax and an assessment method to meet the expenses incurred. 

It will thus be seen that the representatives of the Government have with 
practical unanimity recognized the injustice and impolicy of this tax, and have 
recommended its reduction or repeal. 

The reason why this tax is unwise is that it tends to discourage the forma- 
tion of national banks and the taking out of currency by those that are formed, 
and in the view of Secretary Carlisle, being a tax on the currency going into the 
hands of the people, ultimately becomes a tax on the people. This would be so, 
or at least it would be in the power of the national banks to make it so, if they 
furnished all the money which the people use; but as the currency they issue is 
only about one-eighth of the entire currency of the country, and as there are 
some 8,700 state and private banks against 3,600 national banks to furnish this 
currency to the people, it is entirely impracticable for the national banks to shift 
the burden of this tax on the people. It rests on the banks, and forms a serious 
obstacle in the way of the increase of their circulation. 

With this tax remaining there is practically no profit to the national banks 
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on the notes they issue. The report of the Comptroller of the Currency shows, 
by carefully prepared tables, that at the present prices of bonds the profit to the 
bank on national bank circulation ranges from .236 of 1 per cent to .859 of 1 per 
cent per annum. Under this state of facts it is not surprising that national banks 
are reluctant to take out currency, and some of the strongest and safest take out 
none. 

With the tax off of circulation and the amount allowed increased to par 
value of bonds deposited, the profit in the issue of circulating notes would be 
so materially increased as to lead to a very considerable enlargement of our 
national bank circulation. 

In ordinary times the Government could afford to take off this tax entirely. 
[t was imposed to reimburse the Government for the expense involved in furnish- 
ing circulation and supervising the banks. It has yielded to the Government, 
up to the close of the fiscal year 1898, $83,315,392.25, many times the expense 
to the Government, which has averaged only $473,848 per year, and aggregates 
less than $18,000,000. 

In these times, however, when much of the expense of war is still unpaid and 
other interests are paying, and cheerfully paying, the “war tax,” your committee 
have not felt justified in recommending the removal of this tax, but rather its 
readjustment in a manner not tending to repress the issue of circulatory notes. 
They therefore recommend that this tax on circulation be repealed, and a tax on 
the franchises of the banks, measured by their capital, surplus and undivided 
profits, be imposed. This tax of one-tenth of 1 per cent each six months will 
realize to the Government somewhat more than the present tax, and fall heaviest 
on those institutions best able to pay it. The 1 per cent on circulation amounted 
during the last fiscal year to $1,901,817.71. The tax imposed by this bill during 
the same year would have amounted to $1,921,879.75 as computed by the Comp- 
troller of the Currency. 


SECTION 18—REPEAL OF THE LIMITATION ON INCREASE OF 
NATIONAL BANK CIRCULATION. 


The national banking law allows any bank, on deposit of lawful money in 
place of its own notes, to withdraw the bonds by which such notes are secured, but 
in case of such withdrawal prohibits the further issue of circulatory notes to such 
withdrawing bank for a period of six months after such withdrawal. It is sub- 
mitted that such ljimitation is unnecessary and unwise. Emergencies arise sud- 
denly. A currency faniine, perhaps local, may be precipitated without premoni- 
tion or notice, or some new business development may give use in some locality 
for increased currency. The banks interested should be allowed freedom to meet 
this new demand; and the fact that they could not see ahead for six months and 
anticipate such demand, and hence within that period has reduced their circula- 
tion, should not prejudice them. 

The new provision authorizing and requiring the Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency to keep on hand, ready for immediate use, blank notes for each bank hav- 
ing circulation, is a prudent preparation to meet any sudden demand for in- 
creased bank circulation. The operation of the section will tend to increase the 
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elasticity of national bank circulation and to materially aid these institutions in 
meeting unusual calls for currency, whether arising from panic, periodic busi- 
ness demand, or other cause. Bonds can at any time be deposited, the already 
prepared blank notes be at once received, and when the emergency has passed 
money to meet the new bonds can be deposited, and the bonds withdrawn. Thus 
the volume of bank-note circulation will tend to adjust itself to the demands of 
the people. 


SECTION 19—SMALL BANKS. 


The present law fixes the minimum capital of national banks at $100,000, ex- 
cept in places having a population of 6,000 or less, where the capital may be 
$50,000. This section changes the law by adding a provision that in places where 
the population does not exceed 3,000 banks may be organized with a minimum 
capital of $25,000. It seeks thus to carry banking facilities into the smaller 
places, where neither the business nor the financial ability of the citizens would 
justify the establishment of a $50,000-capital bank. State laws authorize the 
formation of state banks with capital as low as $10,000, and in one or more 
cases down even to as low as $5,000, thus gravitating to the opposite extreme. 
The average capital of state banks in many of the western states is even below 
the limit proposed in this bill. For instance, the average is: 

In California 

In Idaho 

In North Dakota 

In South Dakota 

In Wyoming 

In Nebraska 

In Kansas 

And in the rapidly developing Territory of Oklahoma. .... 12,000 

Inquiry of the Comptroller of the Currency develops the fact that during the 
last few years quite a number of national banks with $50,000 capital have ad- 
vised the Comptroller that the population and business of the towns in which 
they were located did not warrant that amount of capital and that, consequently, 
they were compelled to liquidate and organize under state laws. 

For instance, in the period 1887-1897, New York gains 111 state banks and 
only four national banks; Nebraska gains 270 state banks and but one national 
bank; Kansas gains 228 state banks and loses thirty-six national banks. The 
total gain of national banks is only 546, while that of the state banks is 2,435. It 
further appears from the last statement of the Comptroller of the Currency that 
on December 1, 1898, there were 3,590 national banks in operation, twenty less 
than at the close of the fiscal year 1897. In twenty-eight states the number has 
diminished during the year 1898 and in only six has it increased. 

A system in which the people have implicit confidence and which has never 
cast a dollar of loss to the holder of one of its notes is languishing and far from 
keeping pace in its growth with the growth of the nation in population and busi- 
ness. The prestige of the national name and supervision, the absolute confi- 
dence of the people in every dollar of its money, and the right to issue circulatory 
notes have not enabled it to keep pace with state systems possessing none of these 
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advantages. ‘The conclusion is irresistible that there is some burden upon or 
defect in the national bank system that ought to be removed. This bill proposes 
to correct some of the most patent of these defects; others must be left to the 
wisdom of a future Congress. 

Inquiries have also from time to time come to the Comptroller as to the 
formation of banks with less capital than now allowed, and we may easily come 
to the conclusion that the reduction proposed in the minimum capital of national 
banks, coupled with the other changes affecting them in this bill, will tend to a 
very considerable increase in their number, thus increasing the aggregate bank 
currency of the country and carrying the advantages and accommodations of 
loanable capital and its consequent stimulus into communities not now enjoying 
it. 

Such provision for the organization of small banks has been recommended 
in recent years by the Comptroller of the Currency and the Secretary of the 
Treasury, by President Cleveland, and by President McKinley, from whose an- 
nual message of December, 1897, we quote as follows: 


I also join with him (the Secretary of the Treasury) in recommending that 
authority be given for the establishment of national banks with a minimum capi- 
tal of $25,000. This will enable the smaller villages and agricultural regions of 
the country to be supplied with currency to meet their needs. 


SECTION 20—BRANCH BANKS. 


The last section of the bill authorizes the establishment of branch banks, 
subject to such rules and regulations as the Comptroller of the Currency, with 
the approval of the Secretary of the Treasury, may prescribe, thus leaving to the 
Treasury Department to define the conditions under which branch banks may be 
established and the powers, not exceeding those of the parent bank, which they 
may exercise. 

In its failure to authorize branch banks the United States stands, thus far, 
practically alone among commercial nations. Branch banks, or branch offices of 
established banks, are authorized by law in Argentina, Austria-Hungary, Bel- 
gium, Bolivia, Brazil, Canada, Chile, China, Colombia, Costa Rica, Denmark, 
Ecuador, Egypt, France, Germany, Great Britain, Greece, Guatemala, Haiti, 
India, Japan, Mexico, Netherlands, Newfoundland, Nicaragua, Paraguay, Persia, 
Peru, Portugal, Roumania, Russia, Salvador, Sweden, Switzerland, Turkey, Uru- 
guay and Venezuela. It may be interesting to note the extent to which this 
privilege of branch banking is carried on in other countries. For instance: 

In England and Wales ninety banks have 3,446 branches and agencies. 

In Scotland eleven banks have 1,154 branches and agencies. 

In Ireland nine banks have 580 branches and agencies. 

In Isle of Man three banks have seventeen branches and agencies. 

Canada, with thirty-eight banks, has some 500 branch banks. 

The Reichs bank of Germany has 240 branches. The Bank of France had, 
in 1896, ninety-four branches and thirty-four agencies. 

The right to establish branches is generally exercised throughout Europe, 
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not only by Government banks, but by those owned and controlled by private 
individuals. 

In this country state banks are allowed to establish branches under the laws 
of many of the states, of which Arkansas, California, Delaware, Kentucky, Michi- 
gan, North Carolina, Nevada, South Carolina and Wisconsin may be mentioned; 
and the national bank law accords to state banks, having branches and reorgan- 
izing under the national law, the right to retain their branches. (Rev. Stat., 
Sec. 5155.) 

One of the great benefits arising from the authorization of branch banks 
would be the transfer in an effective manner of loanable capital from points where 
it is abundant to points where it is scarce. It has been said of this system: “It 
counteracts the local dearth and relieves the local glut, facilitating and guiding 
the flow of circulating capital to those parts of the country in which it is most 
needed and can be best employed. By mingling many markets into what is prac- 
tically a single one, it puts all borrowers on the same footing, enabling them, 
on the sole condition of being worthy of credit, to obtain credit on equal terms.” 

In short, it is an eflicient agent in the important work of the distribution of 
the capital and currency of the nation, and that is the great problem for the 
thoughtful statesman and student of finance. We suffer not from the lack of an 
adequate aggregate supply of our circulating medium as much as we do from a 
tendency to an accumulation and congestion thereof in money centers. Several 
hundred years ago Bacon in terse and forcible language alluded to the same cen- 
tripetal tendency of money and capital when he said: “Money is like muck; not 
good except it be spread.” 

Whatever will legitimately tend to the wider and more even distribution 
of what is above termed “circulating capital” will promote the prosperity and 
best interests of the country. It is believed that a system of branch banks will 
materially aid in reaching remote points and small communities where independ- 
ent banks could not be sustained, and thus carry to them the life-blood of busi- 
ness activity. Money, however, will not go where there is nothing to attract it. 
To obtain it the individual or the community must have either capital or credit. 
Capital generally gives credit, but credit may exist without capital. Both are 
available for the conduct of business, and banks are useful for their practical util- 
ization for business purposes. They are the conservators of capital, but its dis- 
tributers also. They give to credit efficient productive power, and so far as these 
advantages can be carried to the people of any community, they promote the 
commerce and prosperity of that community. 

Without going into a discussion of the other specific advantages of a branch 
system of banks, growing out of their more economical administration, their 
utilization of local capital, and their effect in equalizing the rates of discount in 
different parts of the country, which has been so noticeable in the practical opera- 
tion of the Canadian system with its numerous and widely scattered branch banks, 
we can not leave this matter better than to quote from the report of the Comp- 
troller of the Currency for 1896, as follows: 


The very smallest of agricultural communities, even though deprived of 
transportation facilities, under a branch-bank system could still be given the ad- 
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vantages of available capital, lower interest, and lessened cost of exchange, priv- 
ileges they can not enjoy when dependent upon the banking methods employed 
by the village or entirely isolated storekeeper. The branches grafted upon a parent 
institution of strength would introduce a capital into places unable to support 
independent banks, which could successfully compete with that of the local loaner 
of money at exorbitant rates of interest, and make it possible to obtain credit 
without endangering all property interests in so doing. They would as well af- 
ford a place of local deposit, and within a very brief period the local capital, there- 
fore idle and useless, would become available loanable capital. The use of a bank 
as a place of deposit of funds means the use of the check, the draft, the bill of 
exchange, and other credit devices which reduce to a minimum the passing from 
hand to hand of actual money or the currency representatives of money in the 
payment of obligations. Under such an order of things every dollar would be- 
come an efficient dollar, and instead of supporting a single transaction it would 
support many. 


SUMMARY. 


It will be seen from this review of the provisions of the bill that while not 
entirely complete, it is still comprehensive; it is progressive in detail, while con- 
servative in principle. It travels along the beaten path of successful experience. 
It advances no new theory; introduces no new principle. It amplifies, and to a 
considerable extent completes a system which has stood the test of practical and 
successful trial for years. It adheres to a system with which the people are 
familiar, and leaves to the future the consideration of what may possibly be some 
better one with which they are not familiar. 

A summary of its provisions will vindicate the assertion that it keeps close 
to the shore of familiar methods and well-established principles. 

It seeks to clearly recognize and firmly establish the gold standard. This 
has existed by legal recognition since 1873 and, in fact, long before. 

It makes Government obligations payable in gold coin. This has long been 
the understood fact and is the logical result of existing law requiring the parity 
to be preserved. 

It requires the keeping of a gold reserve. This the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury has held for years without law. 

It provides for the retirement of the Government notes. This was con- 
templated when they were first issued, and has been twice hitherto commenced 
by legal provision. 

It authorizes the increase of our subsidiary coin—this is but an extension of 
coinage carried on from the foundation of the Government, and is necessary to 
give legality to issues already made. 

It provides for the retirement of the gold and currency certificates and the 
repeal of the law authorizing them. These are an excrescence on our financial 
system, known in no other nation, and which the Government has ceased to issue, 
or issued reluctantly for some time. 

It readjusts the denominations of paper money between the Government 
notes, bank currency, and silver certificates. This is no change of principle but 
merely of detail. 

It enlarges the amount of currency that may be issued by national banks 
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and removes obstacles to its prompt issuance and withdrawal. This changes in 
no way the character of the security for said notes or the general plan of their 
issue and redemption. 

It readjusts the tax paid by national banks, but without material change 
of the aggregate amount collected. 

It reduces the minimum capital required for the incorporation of national 
banks and gives authority for the establishment of branches, but leaves them 
under the general banking plan and system that has existed for upwards of thirty 
years. 

It will thus be seen that the bill adheres closely in principle to existing law 
and custom, simply making clear and positive what may have been doubtful or in- 
ferential, and amplifying, rounding out and completing, rather than revolution- 
izing and replacing, existing systems and methods. 

While entirely satisfied that the bill reported is wise and judicious, it is but 
fair to the committee to say that they are by no means satisfied that it is com- 
plete in its banking features. Some additions to it could doubtless be made, not- 
ably some provision for an emergency circulation, increasing the elasticity of our 
currency, whereby it could be quickly expanded in any temporary exigency, and 
would automatically contract when the emergency was past. It is probable that 
some provision on this subject, along the general line of the recommendation of 
the Comptroller of the Currency in his last report, might be a valuable addition 
to the bill. Your committee are not unaware of other changes and additions to 
our banking laws that are urged with earnestness and force, and they pass no 
judgment on any of these propositions, and they were not committed to them by 
the House, and hence they have not felt justified in entering on the consideration 
of any new propositions relating exclusively to the national bank system. 

This bill is, however, reported by your committee in the full faith that its 
passage will do very much to quiet doubt, dispute and apprehension; will 
strengthen the national credit at home and abroad; will give solidity and stabil- 
ity to the basis on which business enterprise and progress rest; and will in a 
general way promote the convenience and welfare of our citizens and the pros- 
perity of the nation. The test of practical experience may develop changes that 
should be made in it, additions that should be made to it, and, if so, the wisdom 
of Congress may be relied upon to make them in due time. 


DISPOSITION OF THE NEW BONDS. 


The new 3 per cent bonds have been utilized by the banks to a larger extent 
than was expected when it was found that so many had fallen into the hands 
of small subscribers. The banks immediately set to work buying the bonds at 
the premium in the open market, and have now acquired more than $75,000,000. 
They have deposited $47,275,100 of these bonds with the Treasury as security 
for circulation and $27,896,420 as security for public deposits in their hands. 
The secured circulation, however, has not increased by even half the amount of 
the new 3 per cent bonds deposited as the basis for note issues. 
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FAVORABLE TO FOREIGN CAPITA 


The high Agricultural, Commercial and Industrial Council o Japar i is*8 
deliberative body appointed by the Emperor to investigate and repor 3t- 
looking to the advancement of that country. The council works under the 
supervision of the Minister for Agriculture and Commerce, who recently sub- 
mitted to it a series of questions relating to agriculture, labor, finance, etc., and 
a report just rendered shows that the council advocates the facilitation of the 
introduction of foreign capital for the further development of the resources of 
the country, and that it believes that the adoption of the gold standard will be 
favorable to Japan’s foreign commerce, and that it has not, of itself, raised 
the prices of staple commodities nor interfered with the carrying out of con- 
tracts. 

As to the necessity of introducing foreign capital and the method to be 
adopted in the reference thereto the council adopted the following: 

“Resolved, That whereas it is a natural economic law that capital should 
flow into those places where it can be most safely and profitably invested, and 
whereas it is considered that there is an urgent need for the alteration or aboli- 
tion of laws and regulations calculated to obstruct the free working of such eco- 
nomic law, measures should be promptly taken by the Government to alter or 
abolish the laws and regulations in question. As to the concrete question of 
the special introduction of foreign capital, instructions should be given to the 
Council to make special inquiries.” 

Relative to the effect produced upon foreign commerce in consequence of 
alterations in the coinage system of Japan, the Council reported as follows: 

In order to give a proper reply to the question, the circumstances con- 
nected with the enforcement of the revised system of coinage in the country must 
be faced and briefly commented upon. In the alteration of the coinage system of 
any country the utmost discretion should be exercised in regard to one point of 
the greatest importance, namely, the effect the revision may produce upon the 
prices of commodities in the interior and upon the rights and duties involved in 
the various treaties or contracts, its influence upon foreign commerce being com- 
paratively insignificant. The revision of the coinage system of Japan may bé 
said to have been undertaken at the most favorable period, in so far as its effect 
upon commodities and in regard to treaties and contracts is concerned, while 
there were other circumstances which considerably facilitated the change. Japan 
had originally adopted gold monometallism, but afterwards changed to the bi- 
metallic system. She always possessed gold, but it was not actually in circulation 
for a long time. Paper tokens convertible into silver were alone in use. Japan 
was, in fact, a silver country, but, in spite of this, the quantity of silver in circu- 
lation, with the exception of w hat was retained in the Central Bank as a reserve 
for exchange, was insignificant. This is one reason why the revision of the coin- 
age system could be carried out with facility. Japan abounds in gold and silver 
mines, but the output having decreased considerably of late, she has virtually lost 
all title to be regarded as a gold or silver producing country; that is another 
reason for a change. Specie and bullion were almost entirely absorbed in the 
Central Bank, a very small amount being retained by individuals throughout 
the Empire; this is a third reason. Lastly, the insignificance or smallness of 
foreign capital invested in domestic enterprise was a principal factor in the alter- 
ation of the system. ,

The conditions are in no way identical with those prevailing in India or 
America. The market value of silver, suffering from depreciation, is liable to 
extraordinary fluctuations, but those fluctuations have apparently reached a point 
at which no further great variation is probable at the time of the revision of the 
coinage system. According to the quotations at that time, one yen of old gold was 
almost equal to two yen of silver, and it may therefore be taken that the revised 
system has fixed the value of the yen as one-half that of the old coin. The mone- 
tary standard, indeed, was changed from silver to gold, but the standard value 
of the coins remained exactly the same as before. Since Japan enjoyed, as re- 
marked above, a unique opportunity for the alteration of her monetary standard, 
the measure she so resolutely adopted has had no effect upon prices of commod- 
ities and on contracts. Thus everything went on smoothly, and the trouble 
which was feared by foreign nations was effectually avoided. In this matter, 
then, Japan scored a signal success. 

To ascertain the effect which the revision may have produced upon foreign 
commerce is another important point. Gold monometallism has now been 
adopted by nearly all the great nations in the world. Consequently, of the total 
volume of Japan’s foreign commerce, about two-thirds is with gold and one- 
third with silver countries. The revision of the coinage system in Japan has 
considerably decreased the risks of transactions with gold countries, and afforded 
no small convenience for trade. It is evident that Japan, under these circum- 
stances, has largely profited by the change. Although in competition between 
Japanese products and those of silver countries, trade interests may still be af- 
fected by fluctuations, yet, as the competition in silk, the staple export of the 
country is chiefly with Italy, the occasional fluctuations above noted are not of 
great consequence. As regards Chinese silk, the purchasers of it fortunately 
differ from those competing for productions of Japan. 

The public seems inclined to imagine that the decline of trade with China 
since last year is attributable to the revision of the coinage system in Japan. 
Such a notion, however, is simply the outcome of ignorance of the true condi- 
tion of China. The vicissitudes in regard to exports depend chiefly upon the 
internal condition of the importing country. China, after the late war, was 
beset with financial disorganization and moreover troubled by failure in the 
agricultural and silk products and her internal trade has suffered accordingly a 
serious depression. A general diminution of her imports was an inevitable result, 
and the shrinkage in exports of Japanese cotton yarns is not to be regarded as a 
solitary effect, other countries suffering in proportion to China’s misfortunes. 
Exports of matches and coal, which, among other productions, have secured a 
large demand among the natives of the Orient, have never decreased, and it may 
be confidently asserted that on the restoration of tradal prosperity in the interior 
of China, the sales of Japanese yarns and other products will be as great as 
before. Last year Japanese yarns were quoted at 100 yen, subject to slight 
fluctuations at intervals, but the value has now fallen to 75 yen, and this is 
ascribed by some to the alteration in the coinage system. The idea, however, 
is simply due to failure to investigate the actual facts involved. The value of 
raw cotton fell in America last year from 23 yen to 15 or 16 yen, in consequence 
of an extraordinarily plentiful crop. This depreciation of 20 or 30 per cent 
in materials could scarcely fail to affect the value of the manufactured products, 
especially as the annual output has considerably increased with the increase of 
machinery, and thus tended to bring about a glut in the market. In short, not 
only Japan, but her keen competitor, India, has suffered a diminution in demand 
and a fall in prices. India is now not a silver country, as she adopted a peculiar 
system which may be regarded as an artificial gold standard. There can be no 
cause for anxiety as to the difference of coinage system in connection with rivalry 
between the two countries. 

As stated above, the revised monetary standard of Japan has brought about

considerable advantages in foreign commerce, and no injurious effects seem to 
have been induced sufficiently serious to call for special comment. The countries 
chiefly abounding in capital are those of Europe and America, where the gold 
system has been almost universally adopted. The revision of the monetary 
standard of Japan has brought her into a sphere of competence to utilize the 
world’s capital, and she can reasonably expect to enjoy considerable. advantages 
in future in this respect. Her resolute step was certainly beneficial to foreign 
commerce, and far from being injurious to it. Such being the case, it is hardly 
necessary to discuss at present precautionary measures for maintaining interests 
already secured, or for saving the country from unexpected losses. 


ENORMOUS PRODUCTION OF GOLD. 


An increase of nearly 40 per cent in the world’s stock of gold money during 
the last seven years will be indicated in the forthcoming report of the Director 
of the Mint. A table was prepared by Director Leech in 1893 showing the 
ascertained and estimated stock of money in all the countries of the world. This 
table has been rectified from year to year by information obtained from United 
States Ministers and Consuls and from economic journals, until it is now be- 
lieved to come as nearly as possible to the exact facts. 

Whatever errors may have been made in the original calculations, there is 
no doubt of the increase in the supply of gold money within the five years, be- 
cause the figures are based chiefly on the recorded production of gold and the 
coinage of the mints. 

The world’s production of gold since the discovery of America has been 
about $9,000,000,000. Only about half of this is in use as money in the form 
of coin or gold bars. The stock of gold mines in the world at the beginning of 
1893 was computed by the Mint Bureau at $3,419,500,000. The production since 
that time has been about $1,400,000,000. This would have increased the gold 
money at the close of the present year to $4,800,000,000 if all the gold produced 
had been employed as money. 

There is reason to believe, however, that the figures of the gold supply made 
by the Mint Bureau were below the mark. More complete returns were received 
from several leading countries in the following years, and the estimate of the 
gold money of the world was advanced on January 1, 1895, to $4,086,800,000. 
The increase in four years since that time has been about $660,000,000, and 
will raise the gold money of the world to $4,800,000,000 at the beginning of the 
new year, upon the basis of the estimate of 1895. 

This result is obtained by allowing a consumption of $60,000,000 each year 
in the arts from the new gold of the year or from the existing stock of money. 
The whole production of gold for the four years has been about $900,000,000, 
leaving $650,000,000 to be added to the monetary stock. 
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THE MACHINERY OF A COUNTRY BANK. 


A full understanding of the daily and yearly operations of a typical country 
bank will bring to the study of our financial problem a fund of important 
knowledge. During the past few years the science of banking has become a 
subject of investigation by the masses and many false theories have been dissi- 


pated thereby. A bank is no longer a strong box where money is kept, nor a 
cashier a watchman on guard. Nor is a bank a monopoly fattening upon the 
misfortunes of the people, for somehow, or somehow else, during the recent hard 
times, the banks were the first institutions to succumb to the situation. Neither 
is a bank an independent and soulless corporation, capable of managing its 
business regardless of the community in which it resides—it is intimately related 
and dependent upon the good will and business sense of its patrons. Just how the 


hank works is another thing. 

Two men are usually the prime movers in the formation of the average 
country bank. When the capital stock is fixed they subscribe for a majority of 
the number of shares. In large national banks, however, this is seldom true. 
The remaining shares in the bank are distributed, to use a trite phrase, where they 
will do the most good. They are usually taken by men of means, of large busi- 
ness connections, and in diversified lines. 

Organization is very important to the future welfare of the bank. And 
here real generalship or constructive ability is displayed. Men like to do busi- 
ness at their own bank. They feel in it an interest and a pride. Out of the 
stockholders is formed the board of directors. It is considered an advantage and 
an honor to occupy this office. The state regards it in the light of advisory 
and supervisory work, and more and more is coming to hold directors strictly 
accountable and financially responsible for the conduct of the bank. Then, too, 
bank dividends are sought after by people who live upon the earnings of their 
investments. As arule, it is not difficult to place bank stocks. Now, in organ- 
izing a bank these things are all to be noted by the successful promoter or future 
president. What appears to be an element of strength may become an element 
of weakness. Each business enterprise in the community has its circle of friends. 
To draw these into the bank by means of placing stock among men who are 
leading spirits, heavy operators, in the various lines of business is the object. 
They not only add strength to the bank as an organism, but are so many feed- 
ers to give it volume. Retired business men and capitalists are, in only a limited 
degree, advantageous stockholders to a bank. Then, again, all through his 
business course the successful manager continues to absorb the interests about 
him which might otherwise crystallize into a rival bank. 

There is usually, in the bank of which we write, a president, cashier, and 
hookkeeper, all active workers and constant attendants. So far as practicable 
the work is divided. Order is the first law, promptness the second, accuracy the 
third. All are essential to smooth running. A dilatory president, who allows 
his business to run him instead of the reverse, causes the wheels to clog at every 
turn. A haphazard cashier, without system, who does not realize the value of 
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time, making frequent excursions from the bank, allowing the intervals to pass 
by when he might be bringing up his work, is not of the right sort. A book- 
keeper who cannot transcribe checks and deposits to his book without frequent 
errors should not be tolerated. Everything should move quietly and rapidly 
forward to the balancing hour, which is the supreme test of the day’s work. 

The accounts with customers should be exact—always up to date. Errors . 
here are sometimes costly, and tend always to destroy confidence. The loans 
should be well in hand—the register complete, showing at a moment’s notice the 
amount of the borrower’s indebtedness, an index both by name and date which 
will reveal debt, date, maturity and security; while the arrangement of notes 
themselves should be by daily and monthly packets ready for momentary exami- 
nations. The cash reserve should be kept at an average amount throughout the 
year by frequent shipments and readjustment. ‘The flow of checks from bank 
to correspondent should be even and continuous. Balances with city banks should 
be kept as nearly to a given amount, as a proper distribution of exchange will 
allow, and when this fails cash should be forwarded, or drafts interchanged. 
This is due the city bank. Checks on outside banks should be sent by the most 
direct routes, and where group clearing houses are established they should be 
used. It isa question of negligence to make ordinary checks do duty as exchange 
outside their direct route. 

The condition of the bank as a whole should be known each day. State- 
ments of course require it. But each night the cashier should know the totals 
of every account, deposits, loans, cash in safe and banks, etc. ‘This is his compass 
to steer by. From a knowledge of the nature of his deposits, which he studies 


constantly, and the maturity of his loans and discounts for periods of sixty and 
ninety days in advance, he makes up his chart, and contracts here and expands 
there as far as circumstances will allow. He sights the horizon for clouds, and 
even a country banker cannot know too much about the world’s financial panics. 
When necessary he takes in sail and hugs the shore and no amount of persuasion 
can make him alter his course. In a panic, he is engineer, pilot and captain, 


all in one. 

To continue the simile the bank should always remember that there is 
human freight aboard. The money the officer handles is not his. When he 
loans it he should never forget that it will be called for, and woe be unto him if it 
is not forthcoming. The one vital element of the whole machine is the force of 
character which says “no” at the right time, an unalterable no. He is a wise 
officer who takes the minimum of chances. Conservatism is the first thing, the 
course nearest to absolute safety; profits and increase of business, second. 

Always there are outside influences, elements of danger, which cannot be 
controlled from the inside. They can only be met and overcome. He is a good 
banker who gives himself the benefit of every doubt, who lives in the future as 
well as the present. He is a successful banker who is always ready for the storm. 
He is a safe banker who never races against time, content to win the port, with 


his cargo intact. CHARLES W. STEVENSON. 
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COMMERCIAL AND FINANCIAL OUTLOOK. 


The Senate of the United States has ratified the treaty of peace between the 
United States and the Kingdom of Spain. The question of the ratification of 
the treaty was one which has caused much concern to the President and his 
cabinet, to business men throughout the country, and to people generally. It 
was a matter of great importance, and the successful outcome is one which should 
be a subject for congratulation on the part of all people who have the good of 
the country at heart. 

There has been considerable opposition to the treaty, arising largely from 
the opponents of expansion. ‘These people have talked, and fought, and voted 
against the acquiring of any territory by the United States, and it looked for a 
time as though they might be successful in their efforts to defeat the treaty’s 
ratification. Under the Constitution the President of the United States may 
negotiate treaties with foreign powers by and with the consent of the Senate. 
In order to ratify the treaty that has been promulgated by the President it must 
have the vote of two-thirds of the members of the Senate present at the time the 
vote is taken. An idea of the strength of the opposition may be gained from the 
fact that there were cast fifty-seven votes for the treaty and twenty-seven against 
it. This gave a clear majority of three in favor of the treaty, in addition to the 
necessary two-thirds vote. It was not, however, until the last vote had been cast 
and the announcement of the result had been given out that the minds of the 
people were set at rest. Some of the Senators were wavering in their opinions, 
and they had not announced the way they would vote when balloting began. 

The ratification of the treaty is a distinct victory for the Administration, 
and as distinct a victory for the business interests of the country. Aside from 
all questions of expansion, it was a matter of supreme importance that this treaty 
should be ratified, and that the state of war, which even now exists, should be 
brought to an end. All that now remains before peace is finally declared is the 
ratification of the treaty by the Spanish Cortes, which will be done, according 
to present indications, without any dissent of consequence. When this is done 
the President can declare that peace exists, and that the state of war existing 
between this country and Spain has come to a successful conclusion. 

While it is possible the defeat of the ratification might not have had any 
very serious consequences, there was still a danger of it. If the treaty had been 
rejected by the Senate, out of it there might have grown complications in which 
this country would have become involved with other foreign powers, and the 
result might have been more or less disastrous to our nation. While this, per- 
haps, was not even a probability, it was still a matter which deserved careful con- 
sideration. The treaty has now been ratified, however, and with it the last act 
in the drama of war has ended. 

There still remain before this country and for the Administration’s deci- 
sion questions of great gravity. Upon the wise decision of the President in the 
matter of the Philippines will rest, to some extent, the future tranquillity of the 
country. There are 1,200 islands in the Philippine group, embracing a popula- 
tion of 8,000,000 people, composed of widely different tribes in a state of greater 
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or less barbarity. An evidence of the trouble which may await us in the future 
is shown in the attack made by Aguinaldo’s forces upon the American troops in 
Manila on Saturday night and Sunday, February 5 and 6. Acting under a 
preconcerted plan, apparently, the natives began an attack along the whole 
American line, resulting in the killing of some forty soldiers and the wounding 
of perhaps 150 more. If the:reports which come from Manila are to be believed, 
the insurgent loss was exceedingly heavy, running anywhere from 1,000 to 4,000 
men. ‘This in itself should be a lesson to the insurgent leader that he cannot 
hope to gain his ends by a show of force against the United States. The hands 
of the President have been tied by the inaction of the Senate on the peace 
treaty, but now that is out of the way he will be left free to pursue such a course 
as he deems will be most expedient. From all the indications his course will be 
one of firmness, though one of justice to the people of those islands. So long 
as they show a disposition to behave themselves, and to accept our supremacy, 
they will be treated with every consideration due them. So long as they seek 
to gain their ends by force of arms, just so long will they find they have run up 
against a wall of adamant, which will be to them insurmountable. 

It is believed to be the intention of the Administration to grant independ- 
ence to the Filipinos as soon as they have shown their capability for self-govern- 
ment. Such an act as that of Saturday and Sunday, however, puts off into the 
future the withdrawing of the United States troops from Manila and from the 
islands. It has shown to the world that Aguinaldo, far from being a conscien- 
tious leader of his people, whose one thought is to better their condition, is a 
schemer, who seeks to gain power for himself at the expense of his followers. 
Whatever may be the final outcome of negotiations between the Americans and 
the Filipinos, there was no occasion on Saturday and Sunday for any hostilities. 
The peace treaty was before the Senate, and a vote was to be had in less than 
forty-eight hours on which would depend largely whether or not we should 
retain the islands. It is evident the attack upon the Americans was a precon- 
ceived plan to give ammunition to the anti-expansionists in the United States, 
particularly to those in the Senate. It has failed of its purpose, but it has shown 
to the Americans the sort of a man Aguinaldo is, and the sort of a ruler he would 
make for the people of those islands. 

During all the stirring times of the last few weeks the business interests 
of the country have shown no ill effects from the dissensions in the Senate. The 
course of business has been a smooth and even one, and trade conditions have 
continued to show a betterment that is truly remarkable. Money is plentiful, 
the state of trade is excellent, and everything points to a continuation of pros- 
perous times. Factories and manufacturing concerns are busily engaged in fill- 
ing orders, the railroads of the country are hauling all the freight that can be 
transported comfortably, and the condition of working men leaves little to be 
desired. Work is plentiful, wages are good, and there is no excuse for any able- 
bodied man who wants work to be without it. The state of trade is particularly 
favorable at the present time. From all of the principal distributing centers, 
New York, Boston, Philadelphia, Cleveland, Chicago, Cincinnati, St. Louis, 
Omaha and San Francisco, the same report is made by wholesale dealers. It is 
to the effect that the storekeepers in the smaller towns and in the country vil- 
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lages are finding an increased demand for all classes of goods, that money is 
fairly plentiful, and that collections are good. This last matter is one of su- 
preme importance to wholesale dealers and to business interests generally. With 
people out of employment, with poor crops in the agricultural districts, and 
with produce selling at small prices, money is scarce in country districts and 
collections are poor. This results in numerous failures of the smaller dealers, 
and, through their inability to pay, in the failure of jobbers. With collections 
good, the effect is felt in all lines—among the wholesalers, the manufacturers 
and the bankers. The supply of money becomes plentiful, interest rates go 
down to a normal figure, if not below, and credit can be obtained wherever there 
is any just claim for its being extended. 

The supply of money in the country has become so great at the present time 
that the banking business is not particularly prosperous. Deposits have gone 
to such enormous totals that no profitable forms of investment can be found for 
surplus funds. As a result the banks hold in their vaults large sums of money 
on which they obtain no interest, and for such money as is loaned the interest 
rates are low. There is plenty of 3 per cent money in. the country now, and 
the borrower who has an ample margin of security can obtain funds at this rate. 
There was a loan made recently on Chicago real estate of 3 per cent, the lowest 
rate that has ever been known on a like class of loans in the city. A great many 
loans, however, are being made on collateral at this rate, and brokers and com- 
mission men find no difficulty in obtaining three per cent money on gilt-edged 
stocks and bonds, and on warehouse receipts. 

The credit balances in European money centers continue to grow. Exports 
are heavy, and as there is no demand for money in this country, funds are allowed 
to accumulate in London, Berlin, Brussels, Paris and other money centers of 
Europe. Interest rates there are low, but it is more profitable to keep funds 
there, drawing a low rate of interest, than to bring them to this country and 
lock them up in bank vaults where there is no demand for loans. There seems 
to be no probability of a change in this state of affairs. Our exports continue 
heavier than our imports, and the trade balance in favor of the United States is 
constantly growing. 

The advance in the price of stocks has been checked somewhat, and in cer- 
tain securities there has been a tendency toward lower levels. There has been 
no break, however, in values, and there is no probability of any serious decline 
in the market price of stocks and bonds. <A large amount of American securi- 
ties have come back from European markets as a result of the increased prices 
which have ruled during the last few months. The sale of these securities, how- 
ever, has not been as large as was to have been expected, considering the advance 
shown in prices. Usually, when American securities advance in price European 
holders hasten to get rid of their holdings; not because they have lost faith in 
the corporations whose securities they possess, but because they believe that in 
the ordinary course of trade values will go down and they can buy back the same 
securities at a smaller price. While there has been no selling of American securi- 
ties for European account since the big advance came, there has been a compara- 
tively small amount shipped to this country. The sales for London, Berlin and 
Paris account have not been sufficiently heavy to in any way affect the market 
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for securities in this country. All that have been offered have been taken, and 
the result of this is to put the holdings of securities in American hands, which 
will reduce the annual payment of dividends and interest for foreign account 
by several million dollars. 

One of the most hopeful features of the present situation is the increased 
demand for bonds and the exceedingly satisfactory prices which are obtained for 
them. Stocks are more a speculative commodity than bonds, and in advances in 
the general market it is the stocks which show the greatest increase in selling 
values. The present increase in the price of securities has included bonds as well 
as stocks, and all first-class bonds are now selling at prices in excess of those 
realized at any time during recent years . One of the principal dealers in bonds 
in Chicago said a few days ago that the price for bonds was regulated only by 
the conscience of the seller; in other words, any price in reason could be obtained 
for first-class municipal, state or Government bonds. Railroad bonds have also 
shown an increase in price, and large amounts have been bought for investment 
purposes. One reason for the increase in the value of bonds grows out of the low 
interest rate and growing deposits in the banks. Men of means find it impos- 
sible to get an adequate return for funds in banks, and they therefore prefer to 
buy goods of assured values, which will give them a fair return upon the invest- 
ment. 

The business situation is extremely satisfactory, and there is nothing in the 
future upon which to base any relief in a probable decline in trade, or a reduc- 
tion in the market value of securities. While banks are not showing the same 
degree of prosperity that might be wished, perhaps, the state of trade is so sat- 
isfactory that they are bound to profit by present and future conditions.

This amount is about $10,000,000 more than that returned in the previous 
year. The increase recorded in 1898 has a good deal more than counter-bal- 
anced the diminution noted in 1894, 1896 and 1897. The total amount is thus 
much on the same level as in 1892. It continually becomes more difficult for 
banks to maintain the dividends on their capitals at the rates previously attained. 
This leads to an excessive competition among the banks, sometimes of a very 
undesirable description. 
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THE METALLURGIST AND GOLD PRODUCTION. 


Some one has aptly if not accurately defined metallurgy as the “science of 
making money.” While this is not the definition given by writers upon the sub- 
ject, and conveys little to the purely scientific mind, which too frequently looks 
with ill-concealed contempt upon costs sheets, to the practical business man, 
upon whom, after all, the scientific man has to rely, it represents all in the sci- 
ence worthy of his time. 

Let us consider the effect of this “science of making money” upon the 
world’s production of gold, past, present and, as far as we may, future. The 
metallurgy of gold in its most primitive stage may be seen to-day in the Klon- 
dike, where the miner recovers the gold as dust by washing the alluvial deposits. 
In this way miners make from $20 to $100 per day; the necessary plant consist- 
ing of a pick, shovel, pan and a strong back. The next step will be the substi- 
tution of the “Long Tom” for the pan, by which larger quantities of dirt can be 
washed. Cheaper labor and lumber will bring ditches for conveying water to do 
the work of the pick, and long wooden boxes called sluices to replace the “Long 
Tom.” At the same time the more advanced miners will be seen placing ob- 
structions in their sluices, above each of which is placed a small amount of mer- 
cury. This takes up the fine particles of gold which would otherwise be carried 
away by the force of the current. In this manner the placers are soon worked 
out and the miner begins a search for the ledges whose disintegration furnished 
the gold found in the placer. When this is found he must take another step in 
advance. He must now reduce the quartz to a powder, when he can apply the 
old placer methods of recovery. The most primitive method of accomplishing 
this can be found at the present day in China. A large rounded stone, with a 
beam fastened across it, is placed upon a larger flat one. A man is stationed at 
each end of the beam, and by see-sawing a rocking motion is conveyed to the 
round stone. The ore to be crushed is fed upon the flat stone and in time is 
crushed by the round stone rocking upon it. This represents the first mechan- 
ical crusher. The growth from this crude affair to the perfected stamp mill of 
to-day, with its amalgamated copper plates and concentrators, with the accom- 
panying process for treatment of concentrates and trailings, has been gradual, 
but always upward. This work has been in the hands of men who believed the 
proper definition of the metallurgy of gold should be the science of making the 
most money out of a given ore. 

Let us now consider the results of their labors as evidenced by the world’s 
production of gold. The production of gold is so intimately related to the pro- 
duction of silver that it is difficult to consider them separately, but no attempt 
will be made to consider broadly the smelting of argentiferous lead and copper 
ore. In treating the subject I shall divide it into three metallurgical periods, 
the first ending with the introduction in California of the Plattner chlorination 
process in 1860; the second from 1860 to the successful introduction of the 
cyanide process in South Africa in 1890; the third from 1890 to the present 
time. During the first period the metallurgical methods employed ranged from 
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the most primitive to the simplest form of stamp mill. By far the greater part 
of the product came from placers, chiefly those of California and Australia. The 
most interesting developments of this period, chiefly the latter part, were in 
connection with hydraulic mining. From the “Long Tom,” with which there 
could be handled a ton of gravel per day, to a modern hydraulic plant with half 
a dozen “giants” each capable of moving hundreds of tons per hour, seems a long 
stride, but there are men living to-day who worked the “Long Tom” when it 
was the most improved device for saving placer gold. With this improvement in 
methods came a corresponding reduction in cost of working, with the result that 
large bodies of low grade gravel were worked and paid handsome profits, result- 
ing in increased production. In the year 1860 the world’s production of gold 
was $134,000,000. From this time it declined slowly, owing chiefly to the 
exhaustion of the rich placers, and reached its lowest figure in 1874, when the 
world’s total production was only $90,750,000. Improved processes of smelting 
and gold extraction now began to show good results, especially in the United 
States, where extensive railroad building about this period made it possible to es- 
tablish large, centrally located smelting works. By a skillful blending of the 
various ores, the metallurgist is able to work with a minimum of fluxes, and in 
this way get a maximum yield from his furnace; consequently a cheapened cost of 
production. Developments in the metallurgy of lead and copper in the United 
States during the period from 1860 to 1890 is without a parallel in the industrial 
history of the world. But this was not the only sphere of development; numer- 
ous concentrating machines were invented and attached to the stamp mills, and 
the tailings previously considered worthless began to yield their values to im- 
proved methods of chlorination. With the perfection of the automatic roasting 
furnace the cost of chlorination was greatly reduced, and poorer ores now be- 
came available. 

We now arrive at the third period, with a production for the world of $123,- 
491,000. The year 1885 will be remembered as the year in which the “blanket” 
formation was discovered in the Transvaal, but operations were not fairly begun 
until in 1887. This deposit of gold-bearing material is one of the few instances 
where gold has been found in sedimentary deposits. ‘The ore is a very coarse- 
grained sand stone, some of these grains being water-worn pebbles, the whole 
bound together by a gold bearing cement. This cementing material carries five 
per cent or less of pyrites. The gold is very finely divided, and only about 60 
per cent of it amalgamates readily. The remaining 40 per cent divides itself 
between the tailings and concentrates, a large proportion going with the former. 
In 1890 the Transvaal only lacked a cheap means of extracting gold from the 
tailings of its mills to place her in the first rank as a gold producer. There was 
no doubt of the existence of the ore. It had been as carefully located and meas- 
ured as the coal measures of the well known fields of Pennsylvania, but as Lord 
Randolph Churchill reported in 1892, without some process to recover this gold, 
nothing could be hoped for from this vast storehouse of wealth. In the year 
1890 a small plant was erected to test the then new cyanide process. After much 
careful work had been done the result was pronounced satisfactory, and in the 
following two years the process had been adopted by nearly all of the mining 
companies on the Rand. As the result of this one invention the Transvaal last 
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year produced $78,221,000. To show how great has been the influence of the 
process in this production, I will give the value of gold extracted by its means 
in 1897, and also the dividends declared during that year. The figures are as 
follows: The total dividends for 1897 were $15,933,975, while the value of the 
gold extracted by the cyanide process for the same period was $16,354,526; in 
other words, the gold extracted by the cyanide process more than represents the 
. profits, and it is therefore fair to presume that the production of this enormous 
Hy amount of gold would not have been possible except for the invention of this 
1 process. South Africa was not the only gold producer to feel its influence, for 
Western Australia since its introduction has become one of the three greatest 
producers of the world, while without it Cripple Creek could not have produced 
the $14,500,000 with which she was credited last year, nor could the world have 
produced in 1898 the enormous sum of $286,200,000. That this sum will be 
increased under present conditions to $300,000,000 during the coming year is al- 
most certain, and even greater things are to be hoped for with the aid of the 
scientific metallurgist. Consider the possibilities in the immense deposits of 
low grade ores at Cripple Creek. By this term I mean ores worth less than $10 
per ton. These are now worthless, since it costs about $12 per ton to market 
them. It is only reasonable to believe that in a few years some new process 
will be devised which will do for these ores what cyanide did for those of the 
Transvaal. The cost of cyaniding the Transvaal ores varies from $1 to $2 per 
ton. When the Cripple Creek ores can be worked at such a cost, Colorado 
alone will produce $50,000,000 per year, and South Dakota will not be far be- 
hind. It would then be easy to imagine the production of $40,000,000 per 
year; in fact, it is probable that it would be even greater. Such an enormous 
production of gold must, of necessity, end the silver controversy. Therefore, let 
us look hopefully rather to the metallurgist than to the legislation for the solu- 
tion of this all-important problem.

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NEW MOVEMENT IN BANKING. 


A novel move on the part of an English 
bank, the London and Northern, is at- 
tracting attention in financial circles in 
Great Britain. While Scotch banks have 
had their London offices and Irish banks, 
too, have been represented in English 
centers, no English bank has heretofore 
attempted to compete with the Scotch 
on their own ground, so to speak. The 
Northern is going to open in both Ire- 
land and Scotland. Here is the descrip- 
tion given by the Banker’s Magazine for 
December: 

“Many banks, up to the present time, 
have centralized in London. Every Scotch 
bank of any importance has now a Lon- 
don office, and almost every English bank 
of any size has provided for its customers 
the advantages which a head office in 
London can give. But the London and 
Northern Bank, which has recently been 
established, is going to operate in an en- 
tirely different direction. Its head office 
will be in London, but besides offices in 
Bradford, Birmingham, Hull, Liverpool. 
Manchester, Sheffield, Sunderland, and 
other large English towns, it will have 
offices in Scotland, in Edinburgh and 
Glasgow, and in Ireland offices in Belfast 
and Dublin. It is in the establishment 
of banking offices in Scotland and in Ire- 
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land that this new bank departs from the 
precedents which have usually been ob- 
served. While both Irish and Scotch 
banks do business in England, up to the 
present time no English bank has had 
the hardihood to compete with the native 
banks of Scotland and Ireland. The Lon- 
don and Northern Bank starts with a 
certain amount of established business, 
as it has taken over the Leeds Joint Stock 
Bank, which has been established seven 
years, and enjoys a high reputation. Eng- 
lish banks have long had to complain of 
the charges made in Scotland and Ireland 
by the banks in those countries for 
checks drawn on the branches of those 
banks and received by banks in England. 
A check on an English bank, however 
remote from London, can always be 
cashed without charge through the me- 
dium of the English country clearing, and 
Scotch and Irish banks share in this priv- 
ilege exactly as English banks do, but 
there is no possibility of dealing with a 
Scotch or Irish check in the same man- 
ner. The check has to be sent down 
either to the office of the bank itself or to 
some bank with which a private arrange- 
ment has been made as to the commission 
to be charged, and each draft has to be 
dealt with individually. Proposals have 
been made more than once for establish- 
ing a clearing office for English banks 
both in Scotland and Ireland. At present, 
however, this plan has never been carried 
into effect.”’

ASSIGNMENT FOR CREDITORS— 
PREFERENCES—FRAUDULENT 
CONVEYANCES. 


A debtor in failing circumstances may, 
while retaining dominion over his prop- 
erty, pay or secure the claims of some of 
his creditors to the exclusion and detri- 
ment of others. Such transactions are 
valid, unless tainted by actual fraud. 

A conveyance executed by an assignor 
before the assignment cannot be assailed 
by the assignee on the ground that it was 
made to hinder, delay or defraud credit- 
ors, unless such creditors have previous- 
ly authorized an action to be brought 
for that purpose. 

An unrecorded mortgage is valid and 
effective between the parties-thereto from 
the date of its execution; and it is not 
void as to creditors generally, but only 
as to creditors whose deeds, mortgages or 
other instruments have first been re- 
corded. 

Conveyances made more than thirty 
days before the execution of a deed of 
voluntary assignment are not within the 
inhibition of either section 42 or section 
43 of the assignment law.—Blair State 
Bank vs. Stewart, 77 N. W. (Neb.) 370. 


BANK — ACCEPTING AUTHORIZED 
PLEDGE—RATIFICATION—LIA- 
BILITY. 


Where plaintiff bank acted fraudulent- 
ly in accepting an unauthorized pledge of 
another bank’s credit, the latter bank did 
not ratify the transaction because its of- 
ficers and stockholders were negligent in 
failing to discover the fraud. 

Fraud of a bank in discounting a note 
of a loan company on the faith of an 
unauthorized pledge of another bank’s 
credit held injurious to the latter bank, 
though it parted with funds to the land 
company previous to the discount.—Ft. 
Dearborn Nat. Bank vs. Seymour, 77 N 
W. (Minn.) 543. 


BANKS—CASHING DRAFT FOR 
AGENT. 
G., cashier of a bank which had ex- 
press notice that W. was manager of H. 


& Co., and was prohibited from selling 
or discounting drafts received in the 
course of business, having, as agent of L., 
bought a draft indorsed to W., man- 
ager, and then, as cashier, received the 
proceeds of the check given by L., and 
placed it to the individual credit of W., 
and the draft having afterwards been re- 
ceived by the bank for collection, and the 
proceeds when collected having been paid 
to L., the bank is liable to H. & Co. there- 
for.—Heinz vs. Fourth National Bank of 
Chattanooga, 48 S. W. (Tenn.) 133. 


BANKS—DEPOSITS—DAMAGES. 


A judgment for one dollar of actual 
damages, upon a cause of action against 
a bank by one of its depositors, for injur- 
ies to his business character and stand- 
ing, caused by its refusal to honor his 
check drawn in favor of a third 
person, will be regarded as_ for 
a nominal sum only, and _ will not 
constitute a basis for the allow- 
ance of an extra amount as exemplary 
damages. Held, therefore, that a judg- 
ment for exemplary damages, in addi- 
tion to the nominal sum of one dollar, 
should be vacated.—First Nat. Bank of 
Hutchison vs. Kansas Grain Co., 55 Pac. 
(Kan.) 277. 


BANKS—DEPOSIT OF CHECKS—SALE 
OR FOR COLLECTION. 


In the absence of a usage, custom or 
agreement of any kind, a deposit of an 
indorsed check in a bank, for which it 
gives credit to the depositor as cash in a 
drawing account, is consistent with a 
finding of an absolute sale of the paper 
to the bank, especially where the checks 
of the depositor were honored by the 
bank at times several weeks subsequent 
to the date when the bank knew the 
check was lost in being forwarded to the 
drawee for collection, when the deposit- 
or’s account would not have been enough 
to meet the check if the amount of the 
missing check had been charged back, 
and where his pass book was afterwards 
written up without charging back the 
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amount of said check.—Taft vs. Quinsiga- 
mond Nat. Bank, 52 N. E. (Mass.) 387. 


BANKS—DEPOSITOR OVERDRAWING 
HIS ACCOUNT—MOTIVES—FRAUD. 


A depositor may knowingly overdraw 
his account, and be innocent of any un- 
lawful purpose; but if he does so for con- 
siderable amounts, without the knowl- 
edge and consent of the proper officials, 
and with a fraudulent intent that the 
moneys of the bank shall be applied to 
their payment by the teller without the 
knowledge or consent of the proper offi- 
cials, he is guilty. 

An intent to injure or defraud a na- 
tional bank, within the meaning of Rev. 
St., Sec. 5209, does not necessarily involve 
malice or ill-will towards the bank. It 
is sufficient that the unlawful intent is 
such as, if carried into execution, will 
necessarily or naturally injure or defraud 
the bank. 

If, at the time defendant drew checks 
upon a national bank, he knew or had 
reason to believe that they were to be 
fraudulently paid by the teller out of 
the funds of the bank, and not from any 
funds to which defendant could legiti- 
mately resort, he had a guilty intent; and 
it is immaterial that he intended finally 
to recompense the bank, through success- 
ful operations in stocks or otherwise. 

If there was a fraudulent understand- 
ing between defendant and the paying 
teller that checks drawn by defendant in 
favor of a firm of stock brokers were to 
be paid out of funds of the bank, when 
defendant had no funds or only insuf- 
ficient funds to his credit, and that such 
debts were not to be charged in his ac- 
count, but were to be fraudulently con- 
cealed until he should make deposits suf- 
ficient to meet them, defendant had a 
guilty intent to injure or defraud the 
bank.—United States vs. Kenney, 90 Fed. 
(C. C.) 257. 


BANKS—DRAFT FOR COLLECTION— 
TITLE. 

Where draft for which depositor re- 
ceived credit was delivered for ‘‘collec- 
tion and credit,” and the credit was mere- 
ly provisional, title to the draft did not 
pass absolutely to the bank.—In re Bank 
of Minnesota, 77 N. W. (Minn.) 796. 


BANK — INSOLVENT — KNOWINGLY 
RECEIVING DEPOSIT—EVIDENCE. 


The word “draft,” as used in section 16 
of chapter 43 of the laws of 1891, is a 
general term, and includes checks as well 
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as other orders drawn for the payment of 
money. 

Where the defendant is charged with 
having been the president of an incor- 
porated bank which was insolvent, and 
having knowingly accepted and received 
deposits, knowing the bank to be insol- 
vent, in order to sustain a conviction the 
proof must show that the defendant had 
some direct personal connection with the 
receipt or acceptance of the deposit. The 
facts that he was president of the bank 
and in a back room at the time the de- 
posit was received, and that he knew the 
bank was open for business, are insuf- 
ficient to sustain a conviction under such 
charge.—State vs. Warner, 55 Pac. (Kan.) 
342. 


BANKS—LIABILITY OF STOCKHOLD- 
ERS. 


The Constitution of South Carolina 
making stockholders of a bank liable to 
the amount of their stock for its debts 
does not limit the liability to the loss of 
the stock, but makes it an addition there- 
to. 

Creditors of an insolvent bank are not 
barred from suing stockholders by the 
two years limitation provided by statute. 
The limitation as to such actions is six 
years. 

Stockholders cannot set off claims due 
them by the corporation against their 
statutory liability as stockholders.— 
Parker vs. Carolina Savings Bank, 31 S. 
EB. (S. C.) 673. 


BANKS—TERMS OF OFFICERS—LIA- 
BILITY OF THE BANK CLERK— 
LIMITATION OF ACTION. 


Under a bank charter providing for the 
election of directors by the stockholders, 
and then providing that ‘the officers” 
shall hold their offices for one year, but 
may be removed by a majority at a meet- 
ing of the stockholders, and that the di- 
rectors may appoint certain officers, the 
limitation of the term to one year applies 
only to the directors, and not to the of- 
ficers appointed by them. 

Where a bank clerk had as such em- 
bezzled large sums of money before ex- 
ecuting bond, and the directors, who 
knew, or might have known, that fact, 
represented to the surety that he was 
trustworthy, the surety is discharged. 

The surety on the bond of a bank clerk 
is not liable for embezzlements commit- 
ted by him after the directors knew, or 
might by the use of slight care have 
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known, of prior embezzlements commit- 
ted by him. 

The fact that the first breach of the 
bond of a bank clerk is barred by limita- 
tions does not bar an action for subse- 
quent breaches, limitations as to each 
breach running only from the time it is 
committed.—Deposit Bank of Midway’s 
Assignee vs. Hearne, 48 S. W. (Ky.) 160. 


BONDS — CONSIDERATION — AU- 
THORITY TO EXECUTE—PRE- 
SUMPTION—MINUTES OF 
BOARD. 

A bond given by a bank to pay a debt, 
which was a specific lien on realty ac- 
quired by it, was under seal, which is 
presumptive evidence of a sufficient con- 
sideration, under Code Civ. Proc. Sec. 840. 
Held that the presumption was not over- 
come by the evidence of a director of the 
bank that the incumbered realty was not 
conveyed to the bank in payment of a 
debt which then existed in its favor. 

A bond was executed under the seal of 
a bank by its president, who made an af- 
fidavit stating that he was president, that 
the seal affixed was the corporate seal of 
the bank, and that the seal was affixed 
by order of the board of directors, and 
that he subscribed the same by their 
order. Held prima facie evidence of the 
authority of the president to execute the 
bond. 

The presumption of the authority of 
the president of a bank to execute a bond 
to pay a debt which was a specific lien 
upon property acquired by it, arising from 
the use of its seal and his affidavit to the 
bond, reciting his office, identifying the 
seal and stating that it was affixed by or- 
der of the board of directors, and that 
they authorized him to subscribe the 
bond, is not overcome by negative testi- 
mony of a director, who acted as clerk 
of the board of directors, that he did not 
know of any resolution being passed in 
regard to the bond, and that he found 
no such resolution in the records of the 
board nor any record of the property be- 
ing sold or conveyed to the bank, though 
he knew the bank had an interest in it, 
esjecially where the bank had afterwards 
conveyed its interest in the property.— 
Life Ins. Co. vs. Yates County Nat. Bank, 
54 N. Y. Sup. 743. 


BANKS — RECEIVERS—COLLATERAL 
ATTACK—ATTACHMENT. 
When a court of competent jurisdiction 
has appointed a receiver in an action 
where such appointment is authorized, 
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the authority of such receiver is not open 
to collateral attack. 

A receiver of a corporation, appointed 
after the commencement of a suit against 
the corporation, may intervene in such 
action to defend the rignts of the corpora- 
tion. 

Under the present banking law, when 
an examiner under authority of the bank- 
ing board, has taken possession of the as- 
sets of an insolvent bank, such assets are 
not subject to attachment at the suit of 
a creditor of the bank while possession 
is so retained.—Andrews vs. Steele City 
Bank, 77 N. W. (Neb.) 342. 


CHECK—TRANSFER OF DEPOSIT. 


A check upon a bank by a depositor op- 
erates a transfer of its amount to the 
payee if on deposit at the time of presen- 
tation, and the payee or holder may, on 
refusal of payment, maintain a suit on 
the instrument for the recovery of its 
stated sum. 

As against the holder of a check against 
an account of a depositor, the bank of 
deposit may not apply the amount of the 
account to the payment of the indebted- 
ness of the depositor to the bank which 
is not yet due, although the depositor may 
be insolvent.—Columbia National Bank 
vs. German National Bank, 77 N. W. 
(Neb.) 346. 


COLLATERAL SECURITY—EXHAUST- 
ING SECURITY—CONVERSION. 


In a suit on a promissory note, the 
maker answered that plaintiff held the 
note of a third party as collateral secur- 
ity for the note sued on; that the maker 
of the collateral note was solvent, and 
the collateral of greater value than the 
amount due on the note in suit. Held 
that the answer stated no defense. 

A creditor who holds a promissory note 
belonging to his debtor as collateral se- 
curity for his debtor’s note cannot be 
compelled to produce such note in court, 
and turn it over to his debtor, so long as 
the latter’s debt remains unpaid. 

Such a creditor cannot be compelled 
to exhaust the collateral security held by 
him, as a condition precedent to his right 
to sue his debtor upon his note. 

A debtor, when sued by his creditor, 
may plead as a counter-claim or set-off 
the actual value of any collateral secur- 
ity which the creditor has converted to 
his own use, or the value of any collateral 
security which he has released, dissipat- 
ed, or diverted from the purpose for 
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which he held it.—Carson vs. Buckstaff, 
77 N. W. (Neb.) 670. 

CORPORATIONS — MISAPPROPRIA- 
TION BY OFFICERS—INDIVIDUAL 
LIABILITY OF DIRECTORS— 
REMEDY OF CREDITORS— 
EQUITY. 

Under Const. Art. 12, Sec. 3, providing 
that ‘‘the directors or trustees of corpor- 
ations and joint stock associations shall 
be jointly and severally liable to the 
creditors and stockholders for all moneys 
embezzled or misappropriated by the of- 
ficers of such corporation or joint-stock 
association during the term of office of 
such director or trustee,” the only proper 
remedy of a creditor of a bank, where cer- 
tain sums of money are alleged to have 
been misappropriated by a certain officer 
thereof, is a bill in equity, in which all 
the creditors are parties or represented, 
and under which there can be no account- 
ing, after all the facts have been ascer- 
tained, as the moneys misappropriated 
constitute a fund for the benefit of all 
the creditors who have been injured by 
such wrongful acts.—Winchester vs. Ma- 

bury, 55 Pac. (Cal.) 393. 
CORPORATIONS — PARTNERSHIP — 
NOTES—NOTICE. 

It is no objection to the validity of a 
corporation that stock subscriptions were 
paid for in property, it being suitable for 
corporate purposes, and the transaction 
being fair and bona fide. 

Where a partnership is incorporated, 
and the firm property transferred to the 
corporation in good faith, the firm credit- 
ors have no lien on the property in the 
possession of the corporation, the part- 
ners being solvent. 

Where a bank refused to take a note as 
collateral until the maker wrote explain- 
ing his authority to sign, in which letter 
was information showing that the payee 
was a corporation, and not a prior part- 
nership of the same name, whose debt 
was being secured, the bank was not an 
innocent purchaser of the note as against 
the corporation.—Bristol Bank & Trust 
Co. vs. Jonesboro Banking & Trust Co., 48 
S. W. (Tenn.) 228. 

CORPORATION — SUBSCRIPTION TO 
STOCK — NOTES—PARTNERSHIP 
—NOTICE — PLEDGES SALE— 
DEMAND AND NOTICE— 
FORFEITURE—CON- 
VERSION. 

Where there is no time fixed for the 
redemption of a pledge, or where the time 
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has been fixed, and has been rendered 
indefinite by a subsequent agreement, the 
pledgee cannot sell the pledge without a 
demand and notice. 

A contract pledging a life insurance 
policy authorized the pledgee to surrend- 
er or sell the policy on default in pay- 
ment of a note. Held that where exten- 
sions of the note were given because of 
efforts of the pledgor to obtain money 
with which to pay it, and she was in- 
duced by the pledgee not to dispose of 
another policy for the purpose of apply- 
ing its proceeds in payment of the note 
by a promise that the pledgee would not 
sell or surrender the policy held as such 
collateral, it constituted a waiver of the 
pledgee’s right to surrender or sell the 
policy without notice. 

If the pledgee sell the property with- 
out notice, the pledgor may sue for con- 
version without tendering the debt.—Top- 
litz vs. Bauer, 55 N. Y. Sup. 29. 

CORPORATIONS—ULTRA VIRES— 

EQUITY. 

A private corporation had four stock- 
holders. Two of them sold their stock to 
the other two, who gave their notes 
therefor executed by them individually, 
and by the corporation, by and through 
them as its officers, which were secured 
by a mortgage on the property of the 
corporation, executed in the same way, 
and reciting that the mortgagors were the 
only stockholders of the company. Held 
not to divest the corporate entity of its 
legal title to the property, nor to impose 
any obligation on it, since the action of 
the corporation in becoming a surety was 
ultra vires. 

In equity the mortgage passed the in- 
terest of the stockholders to the mort- 
gagee, so as to make his rights superior 
to the equitable demands of subsequent 
purchasers or incumbrancers of the cor- 
poration with notice.—First Nat. Bank of 
Gadsden vs. Winchester, 24 So. (Ala.) 351. 


COURTS—FEDERAL QUESTION IN 
STATE COURT—REVIEW BY SU- 
PREME COURT. 


Where, in a suit in a state court against 
a national bank and its receiver to recov- 
er money in the latter’s hands claimed 
to have been held by the bank as a trust 
fund, no right to appropriate trust funds 
was claimed by defendants under any 
law of the United States, and no claim 
was made by them that any judgment 
which might be rendered for plaintiff 
would contravene any provision of the 
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banking act, and the court merely ad- 
judged that the money constituted a trust 
fund, to which plaintiff was entitled, no 
federal question is involved, so as to au- 
thorize a review of the judgment by the 
United States Supreme Court under Rev. 
St. U. S., Sec. 709.—Capital Nat. Bank of 
Lincoln, Neb., vs. First National Bank 
of Cadiz, Ohio, 19 Sup. Ct. Rep. 202. 


CRIMINAL LAW—INSOLVENT BANKS 
—RECEIVING DEPOSITS—SEP- 
ARATE OFFENSES— 
PANICS. 


The acquittal of a bank officer for re- 
ceiving a deposit while the bank was in- 
solvent is not a bar to a prosecution for 
receiving one thereafter from a different 
individual, since each would be a separ- 
ate and distinct offense. 

Where an accused was indicted for re- 
ceiving a deposit in the “Bank of Com- 
merce,” then insolvent, it was not error to 
receive in evidence a certificate of incor- 
poration of the “Bank of Commerce, 
Springfield, Mo.,” since the latter words 
are only descriptive of the bank’s place of 
location. 

The state, over accused’s objection, on 
a prosecution for receiving a deposit when 
the bank was insolvent, was permitted to 
introduce conveyances made by debtors 
of the bank shortly after the deposit was 
received. Held error, as accused was not 
shown to be in any way interested there- 
in. 

Evidence as to deposits made previous- 
ly to the one in controversy by other par- 
ties would be inadmissible, as each de- 
posit would be a separate and distinct of- 
fense. 

It is not error to exclude evidence, of- 
fered by accused on a trial for receiving 
a deposit when the bank was insolvent, 
as to a panic in banking circles, resulting 
in a failure of many banks about the time 
of the failure of the bank in question. 
since the fact that the failure was pro- 
duced by a financial panic was no excuse 
for receiving money, knowing the bank 
to be insolvent.—State vs. Burlingame, 
48 S. W. (Mo.) 72. 

DAMAGES — BANKS—INSOLVENCY — 
NOTES. 

The liquidating agent of a national 
bank has authority to sue a stockholder 
on his unpaid notes held by the bank. 
and such suit may be brought before the 
bank’s affairs are closed.—Norwood vs. 
Interstate National Bank of Texarkana, 
48 S. W. (Tex.) 3. 
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EQUITABLE MORTGAGES — DEPOSIT 
OF TITLE DEED. 


A mere deposit of title deeds as security 
for a debt does not create an equitable 
mortgage on the land. 

Under the statute authorizing a cor- 
poration to secure its debts by mortgage 
by vote of the majority of the stock, the 
deposit of title deeds by the president 
without authority does not create an 
equitable mortgage—Parker vs. Carolina 
Savings Bank, 31 S. E. (S. C.) 673. 


GUARANTY — CONSIDERATION — 
NOTES—DEMAND—LACHES — RE- 
LEASE OF GUARANTORS. 


The stockholders of a corporation exe- 
cuted to a bank a bond which recited that 
the obligors were interested in the com- 
pany, and that for its success it needed 
to borrow money, and that the secretary 
was authorized to negotiate paper to a 
certain amount during the ensuing twelve 
months, and the obligors would become 
security therefor. Held to amount to a 
continuing guaranty, which could not be 
terminated by the obligors within the 
year, and hence was not affected by the 
death of one obligor within that time.— 
Home Sav. Bank vs. Hosie, 77 N. W. 
(Mich.) 625. 


GUARANTY—RELEASE OF LIABILITY 
—STRICT CONSTRUCTION. 


Defendants, who executed a bond guar- 
antying repayment to plaintiff if it should 
“advance the sum of $25,000 in cash” to 
a certain corporation, are not relieved 
from liability by the fact that only part 
of the advance was in cash, when the 
rest was held subject to order, and was 
drawn within a few days. 

Defendants who executed a bond guar- 
anteeing repayment to plaintiff if it 
should “advance the sum of $25,000 in 
cash” to a certain corporation are not re- 
lieved from liability by the fact that part 
of the advance, instead of being paid to 
the company, was paid to one of its cred- 
itors, when such payment was made with 
the assent of defendants, who were di- 
rectors of sucan company. 

It is, no doubt, the rule that, when the 
meaning of the language used in a guar- 
anty is ascertained, the surety is entitled 
to the application of the strict rule of con- 
struction, and cannot be’ held beyond the 
precise terms of his contract.—American 
Copper Co. vs. Lowther, 54 N. Y. Sup. 960. 




























































INSOLVENCY — FOREIGN ASSETS — 
JURISDICTION—CITIZENSHIP 
OF NATIONAL BANKS. 

Under 25 U. S. Stat. 433, providing that 
all national banking associations shall, 
for the purposes of action against them 
and suits in equity, be deemed citizens of 
the states in which they are respectively 
located, a national bank is a citizen of a 
state for the purposes of a suit to enjoin 
it from prosecuting an action in another 
state. 

A master’s finding that a bank and its 
officers attached an insolvent’s property 
in a foreign state, knowing that his insol- 
vency was imminent, and that in so do- 
ing they had the intent that is legally 
presumed from their acts, is to be con- 
strued as meaning that they intended to 
inequitably prefer themselves to other 
creditors, and defeat the insolvency pro- 
ceedings as to such foreign assets, that 
being the legal consequence of the action 
taken.—Hazen vs. Lyndonville Nat. Bank, 
41 Atl. (Vt.) 1046. 


INSOLVENT TRUSTEE PREFER- 
ENCE OF BENEFICIARY—BUR- 
DEN OF PROOF. 

The owner of trust property is not, 
merely by reason of the character of his 
claim, entitled to a preference over the 
general creditors of an insolvent trustee. 

A person asserting a claim for prefer- 
ence against an insolvent estate has the 
burden of showing that such estate has 
been increased to some extent by the mis- 
appropriation of trust funds or properly 
belonging to the claimant.—Morrison Vs. 
Lincoln Savings Bank & Safe-Deposit Co., 
77 N. W. (Neb.) 655. 


INVALID CHECK—PURCHASER FOR 
VALUE. 

Bad faith in the purchase, for value, of 
an invalid and void bank check, may be 
partly evidenced by the gross negligence 
of the purchaser. It may also be shown 
by a variety of circumstances, some -of 
them slight in character and others of 
greater significance——Drew vs. Wheeli- 
han, 77 N. W. (Minn.) 558. 


MONEY RECEIVED—RIGHT OF AC- 
TION. 

Where the maker of a note delivered 
money to a bank, to be forwarded to the 
payee and applied on the note, and the 
bank delivered it to another bank, with 
instructions to pay it to the payee gener- 
ally, the latter bank was not, on failing 
to pay over the money, liable to an in- 
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dorsee of the note as for mone 
received; there being no obliga 
part to pay it to the indorsee, or to see 
that it was applied on the note. 

To recover money paid by the maker of 
a note to a third person, to be by him ap- 
plied on the note, the holder of the note 
must show that such person held such 
money for that purpose at the commence- 
ment of the action.—First Nat. Bank of 
Eugene vs. Hovey, 55 Pac. (Ore.) 535. 


MORTGAGE — PAYMENT — ACCOUNT- 
ING—HUSBAND AND WIFE. 


Where a wife gave a mortgage as col- 
lateral to the husband’s debt, and the 
mortgagee foreclosed and took possession 
and the husband paid the debt, the judg- 
ment of foreclosure did not estop the wife 
from obtaining an accounting.—Washing- 
ton National Bank vs. Woodrum, 55 Pac. 
(Kan.) 330. 


NATIONAL BANK LAW—VIOLATION 
—INTENT TO DEFRAUD. 


An intent to injure or defraud a nation- 
al bank within the meaning of section 
5209 of the Revised Statutes of the Unit- 
ed States does not necessarily involve 
malice or ill-will toward the bank. The 
law presumes that every sane person, who 
has attained the age of discretion, con- 
templates and intends the necessary or 
natural consequences of his own acts; and 
it is sufficient that the unlawful intent is 
such as, if carried into execution, will 
necessarily or naturally injure or defraud 
the bank. 

The indictment having charged that the 
defendant, with intent to injure and de- 
fraud a national bank, wilfully, unlaw- 
fully and fraudulently aided and abetted 
by its paying teller to misapply its 
moneys, in violation of section 5209, by 
means of divers checks drawn by the de- 
fendant on the bank when he had no 
funds or insufficient funds on deposit to 
meet them, the defendant cannot be con- 
victed unless he had a wrongful or ille- 
gal intent to injure or defraud the bank 
in drawing the checks or some one er 
more of them. Whether or not he had 
that intent is to be determined by the 
facts and circumstances and the sur- 
roundings at the time he drew the checks. 
If at that time he knew or had good rea- 
son to believe that they or any of them 
were to be fraudulently paid by the teller 
out of the funds of the bank, and not out 
of any funds to which the defendant 
could legitimately resort, he had the 
guilty intent; and although it may have 
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been the intention of the defendant at 
the time he drew such checks finally to 
recompense or remedy the injury result- 
ing from his act to the bank, such an in- 
tent to correct the wrong would not ab- 
solve him from guilt. Nor would the 
fact, if fact it be, that he hoped through 
successful operations in stocks or other 
property, or otherwise, to be placed in 
a position to restore to the bank moneys 
wilfully misapplied through his wrongful 
act be any answer to the charge of crim- 
inality. No man is permitted to aid or 
abet the wilful misapplication of the 
funds of a national bank because he hopes 
in the future to repair his wrong. 

If there was a fraudulent scheme, un- 
derstanding or agreement between the de- 
fendant and the paying teller that 
checks drawn by the defendant on 
the bank in favor of a firm of 
stock brokers, for the benefit and ad- 
vantage of the defendant, were to be paid 
by the teller out of the funds of the bank 
when the defendant had no funds or only 
insufficient funds to his credit or was 
overdrawn in his account, and that such 
checks were not to be charged in the de- 
fendant’s account, but were to be fraudu- 
lently concealed from the proper bank 


officials, until the defendant should make 
deposits sufficient to meet them, the de- 
fendant had a guilty intent to injure or 


defraud the bank. For such scheme, un- 
derstanding or agreement, if carried out, 
involved a fraudulent and wilful misap- 
plication of the moneys of the bank to 
the amount of such checks, and wrong- 
fully and unlawfully deprived the bank 
of the use and control of such moneys 
until deposits subsequently made by the 
defendant covered the shortage thus cre- 
ated. 

A man may overdraw his account in a 
bank and be innocent of any evil or un- 
lawful purpose. A bank may desire to 
accommodate temporarily a depositor; 
and, if a depositor knowingly makes an 
overdraft his relations with the bank or 
its officials may be of such character as 
to prevent the taint of criminality from 
attaching to the transaction. But no man 
who is without a balance to his credit, or 
who has only an insufficient balance, has 
a right to draw checks for considerable 
amounts without the knowledge or con- 
sent of the proper officials, and with a 
fraudulent intent that the moneys of the 
bank in which he has no funds or not 
sufficient funds to his credit, shall be ap- 
plied to the payment of those checks.—

NOTE—JOINT MAKER—PROTEST 
WAIVED—NOTICE. 


Where, at the inception of a note, a 
person other than the payee writes his 
name on the back of the instrument, pre- 
ceded by the words, ‘“‘Notice and protest 
waived,” such indorsement is notice to 
the original payee and subsequent own- 
ers of the paper that the liability assumed 
is not that of a joint maker.—Drexel vs. 
Pusey, 77 N. W. (Neb.) 351. 


NOTE—PAYMENT TO AGENT—DEATH 
OF PRINCIPAL. 

Where a negotiable note, indorsed by 
the payee in blank, is delivered to an 
agent for collection, the payment there- 
of by the maker in good faith to the agent 
while the note is in possession of the lat- 
ter, after the death of the principal, and 
without notice of his death, will dis- 
charge the debt.—Deweese vs. Muff, 77 
N. W. (Neb.) 361. 

NOTE — PAYMENT — AGENCY — POS- 
SESSION OF SECURITIES. 

The mere fact that a note is made pay- 
able at a certain place does not of itself 
confer any agency upon the owner or oc- 
cupant of that place to receive payment 
in behalf of the payee. In order to make 
such owner or occupant the payee’s agent 
to receive the money, the paper must be 
indorsed to or lodged with him for col- 
lection. 

A debtor is authorized to infer that a 
third party, having possession of his note 
and mortgage at maturity, is, as the 
creditor’s agent, empowered to receive 
both principal and interest, there being 
no suspicious circumstances surrounding 
such possession. But, being founded up- 
on the fact of custody of the securities, 
such inference ceases whenever they are 
withdrawn by the creditor.—Dwight vs. 
Lenz, 77 N. W. (Minn.) 546. 
NOTES—SECURITY—RELEASE OF IN- 

DORSER—PARTNERSHIP—LIA- 
BILITY OF PARTNERS AS 
INDORSERS. 


When the assignee of a note is not 
named as beneficiary in a deed of trust 
given by the maker to secure it, and is 
not shown to have accepted its benefits 
and terms, the indorser is not released 
from liability by a failure of the assignee 
to enforce such deed of trust. 

After the dissolution of a partnership 
by selling its business, one of the part- 
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ners indorsed a note payable to the firm, 
in payment of a firm liability, to a cred- 
itor who had notice of the dissolution. 
Held that the other partner was not lia- 
ble as indorser.—Tarver vs, Evansville 
Furniture Co., 48 S. W. (Tex.) 199. 


NOTES—TRANSFER WITHOUT 
DORSEMENT—ACTIONS—AU- 
THORITY OF AGENT. 

Where a note is delivered by an officer 
of the payee to a third person, without 
indorsement, and there is no proof that 
the officer was authorized to deliver it, 
an action cannot be maintained thereon 
in the name of the person to whom it was 
delivered. 

To enable an agent to sue in his own 
name, there must be something more 
than the mere powers of a naked agent.— 
Barkley vs. Wolfskehl, 54 N. Y. Sup. 934. 


PARTNERSHIP—MEMBER’S __LIABIL- 
Pry. 

Where one was in partnership with a 
trading firm in a particular business, he 
was not bound by notes executed by the 
firm in its own name to a bank after his 
partnership was dissolved by mutual con- 
sent, in settlement of prior obligations of 
the firm to the bank, where it was not 
proved that it was represented to the 
bank, at or before the notes originated, 
that he was a partner in the transaction 
out of which the indebtedness arose.— 
Commercial Bank of Lynchburg vs. Mil- 
ler, 31 S. E. (Va.) 812. 


PLEDGE—NOTES—APPLICATION OF 
PAYMENT. 

A bank held notes executed by a prin- 
cipal and three sureties. Principal and 
two of the sureties gave the bank anoth- 
er note, and assigned as collateral a note 
executed by the principal to such sure- 
ties, and indorsed by the latter. It was 
agreed that, if the parties should come 
under any other liability to the bank, the 
proceeds of the collateral note might be 
applied by the bank as it deemed best. 
Subsequently the bank became the owner 
of a note against the principal alone. The 
proceeds of the collateral note were ap- 
plied by the bank partly to the payment 
of such latter note, instead of those on 
which the sureties were jointly liable. 
Held that as the collateral note was pay- 
able to the sureties, it presumptively be- 
longed to them, and the bank had no 
authority to apply its proceeds on notes 
on which they were not liable. 

A creditor holding several obligations 
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against the same debtors has a right to 
apply a payment made without direction 
by one of them; but he must apply it to 
the debt on which the owner of the money 
paid was liable.—First Nat. Bank of Eliz- 
abeth City vs. Scott, 31 S. E. (N. C.) 819. 
PLEDGE OF STOCK—TRANSFER— 
RIGHTS OF CREDITORS. 

As against creditors, a pledge of cor- 
porate stock must be accompanied by de- 
livery and a continued change of posses- 
sion. Delivery, momentary possession, 
and return are insufficient. 

A notation by the secretary of a cor- 
poration on the margin of the stubs of 
certain certificates that such certificates 
are held by a certain person “as security 
for money loan,” when made without 
authority from either pledgee or pledgor, 
does not amount to a transfer of the 
stock on the books of the corporation, as 
against creditors of the pledgor.—McFall 
vs. Buckeye Grangers’ Warehouse Asso- 
ciation, 55 Pac. (Cal.) 253. 
PROMISSORY NOTES—HOLDERS FOR 

VALUE. 

A holder of notes as collateral security 
is a holder for value. 

Ordinary promissory notes were in- 
dorsed to a bank as collateral security for 
a note of the indorser. The cashier knew 
that the maker of the notes pledged had 
ample means, and the indorser stated 
they represented advancements of money 
by him to the maker. The latter lived a 
few miles in the country, and the bank 
made no inquiry of her; relying on the 
“solvency of the notes,” and on ‘“‘the bank 
that they were payable in bank.” Held 
not to charge the indorsee with notice of 
defenses.—National Exchange Bank of 
Anderson vs. Berry, 52 N. E. (Ind.) 104. 


PROMISSORY NOTE—SHARES OF 
STOCK AS SECURITY—CONTEM- 
PORANEOUS AGREEMENT— 
CONDITIONAL SALE OF 
SECURITY—AUTHORITY 
OF PAYEE AS 
AGENT. 

One who executes a negotiable promis- 
sory note, and contemporaneously there- 
with an instrument by which he trans- 
fers to the payee of the note and his as- 
signs shares of the stock in an incorporat- 
ed company as security for the payment 
of the note, and designating a price in 
excess of the amount to become due on 
the note at its maturity, upon the pay- 
ment of which the holder may become 
the absolute owner of the stock, and de- 
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livers such note and instrument to the 
payee with knowledge that he does not 
furnish the consideration for the note, 
and with the intent that he shall obtain 
the same from another, thereby vests 
such payee with authority to receive 
such original consideration, but not with 
authority to receive from the holder at 
the maturity of the note a tender of the 
difference between the price of the stock 
and the amount due upon the note.— 
Rumsey vs. Lentz, 52 N. E. (O.) 189. 
PROMISSORY NOTE—SURETIES. 


When the promissory note to the mak- 
er’s order is transferred by him to his 
creditor with the names of parties placed 
upon the back of the note while in the 
maker’s hands, the holder acquiring with 
full knowledge that the names of such 
parties were thus placed on the note for 
the accommodation of the maker, they 
will be regarded as sureties for the maker, 
and not as indorsers in the sense of the 
law merchant.—Metropolitan Bank. vs. 
Muller, 24 So. (La.) 295. 
RECEIVERS—LEAVE TO SUE—VENUE 

—FINAL ORDER. 

An application for leave to sue a re- 
ceiver is within Code Civ. Proc. Sec. 769, 
providing that a motion upon notice in an 
action in the Supreme Court must be 
made within the judicial district in which 
the action is triable, or in a county ad- 
joining that in which it is triable. 

Granting that leave to sue a receiver 
may be allowed on an ex parte motion, a 
person who made such a motion on no- 
tice was bound to comply with Code Civ. 
Proc. Sec. 769, requiring motions on no- 
tice, in actions in the Supreme Court, to 
be made in the judicial district where the 
action is brought, or in a county adjoining 
the county where it is brought. 

An order granting leave to sue a re- 
ceiver, though largely in the discretion of 
the trial term, is an order affecting a sub- 
stantial right, and ‘s therefore appeal- 
able.—In re Commercial Bank, 54 N. Y. 
Sup. 722. 

RECEIVERS—RENTS—DISTRIBU- 

TION. 

Rents collected by a receiver appointed 
to protect the interests of those concerned 
in the property, in an action by a judg- 
ment creditor against a mortgagee of the 
property to set aside the mortgage, should 
be first applied in payment of the mort- 
gage, where it is sustained as a prior lien 
to that of the ereditor, though the ap- 
pointment was made on his motion.— 
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Cross vs. Will Co. Nat. Bank, 52 N. E. 
(Ill.) 322. 
SALE—RIGHTS AS BETWEEN 
ER AND PURCHASER’S 
CREDITORS. 


Under a contract of sale providing that 
title to the property shall remain in the 
seller till delivery of the property to the 
purchaser, and execution by the latter of 
notes and mortgage to secure the price. 
though title is not reserved to secure the 
purchase price, the provision for giving 
the notes and mortgage not having been 
performed before creditors of the buyer 
levy on it, and the seller claims it, the 
seller is entitled thereto against such 
creditors, though the notes and mort- 
gage are thereafter executed. 

As the law makes a contract of sale, re- 
serving title to secure purchase price, a 
mortgage only as to bona fide purchasers 
and lien creditors, it is not such as to 
creditors of the purchaser who merely 
have a judgment against him at the sale. 
—Mechanics’ Bank of St. Louis, Mo., vs. 
Gullett Gin Co., 48 S. W. (Tex.) 627. 


SAVINGS BANKS — CONTRACTS—UL- 
TRA VIRES. 


A savings bank contracted with plain- 
tiff to act as plaintiff’s agent at a public 
sale to take notes of purchasers with ap- 
proved security, and retain and collect 
such notes. Held that since the contract 
was ultra vires of the bank, and beyond 
its apparent authority, -it was not liable 
to the plaintiff for loss resulting from the 
negligence of its agent in taking a note 
on which the indorsement was forged.— 
Willett vs. Farmers’ Sav. Bank of Victor, 
77 N. W. (Ia.) 519. 


SUBROGATION — VOLUNTEER PAY- 
MENT—MORTGAGE. 


One who advances money to pay off an 
incumbrance upon realty, at the instance 
of the owner thereof, and upon the ex- 
press understanding that the advance 
made is to be secured by the immediate 
execution of papers which will constitute 
a first lien on the property is not a mere 
volunteer; and, in the event the new 
security thus taken turns out to be de- 
fective, the person parting with his 
money on the faith thereof, if not charg- 
able with culpable and excusable neglect 
in the premises, will be subrogated to the 
rights of the prior incumbrancer under the 
security held by him, unless the superior 
or equal equities of others would be preju- 
diced thereby. Under such circumstances 
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the holder of a junior mortgage, being 
placed in no worse position by the trans- 
action, could not complain that subroga- 
tion would operate to injuriously affect 
his vested rights.—Merchants’ & Mechan- 
ics’ Bank vs. Tillman, 31 S. E. (Ga.) 794. 


SURETIES — CONTRACT — ALTERA- 
TION—RELEASE—HUSBAND 
AND WIFE. 


A surety is entitled to stand upon the 
strict terms of his contract. He is bound 
only to the extent and in the manner 
pointed out in his obligation. 

If the contract of a surety be altered 
without his consent, it ceases to be his 
contract, and he is no longer bound to its 
performance. 

But in ascertaining the extent to which 
a surety has become obligated, unreason- 
able and overstrained constructions are 
not to be resorted to. The contract of 
suretyship, like every other agreement, is 
to be given a fair and reasonable inter- 
pretation, in accordance with established 
rules, with a view of determining upon 
what proposition the minds of the con- 
tracting parties have met in the same in- 
tention. 

A pledge of property by a wife to se- 
cure an indebtedness of her husband, and 
to prevent his creditor from enforcing im- 
mediate payment, will not, of itself, en- 
title the creditor to hold such property as 
security for further advances to the hus- 
band. Neither will it entitle the creditor 
to hold the property for the satisfaction 
of the original indebtedness, after having 
made a valid contract extending the time 
for its payment.—First National Bank of 
Omaha vs. Goodman, 77 N. W. (Neb.) 756. 


SURETIES—NOTES—RENEWAL. 


Sureties on a note, on its maturity, ex- 
ecuted a joint note to the payee, on the 
margin of which he made an indorsement 
to the effect that payment of the note 
would cancel the old note, which was at- 
tached. Held that this was a renewal of 
their surety obligation, and not the cre- 
ation of a new and independent indebted- 
ness.—Merchants’ Nat. Bank of Clinton 
vs. Eyre, 77 N. W. (Ia.) 498. 


TRUSTS—CHANGE OF SECURITIES— 
ELECTION BY BENEFICIARY. 


Where one holding as trustee securi- 
ties owned by another exchanges them 
for other securities, without authority 
from the owner, and without the invest- 
ment of any funds of his own, the own- 
er has his election either to take the sub- 
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stituted securities received by the trustee, 
or to recover the value of his own securi- 
ties which were given in exchange. 

W. mortgaged certain cattle to the bank 
to secure his indebtedness to it. The cat- 
tle having been destroyed by Texas fever, 
the bank recovered judgment against the 
party who brought the disease among 
them for the value of the cattle. It then 
collected on such judgment sufficient 
money to discharge all of W.’s indebted- 
ness to it, and exchanged the unpaid bal- 
ance of the judgment for a larger judg- 
ment held by the wrongdoer against W. 
Held: (1) That the judgment rendered in 
favor of the bank stood in lieu of its 
mortgage security, and that W. was en- 
titled to all moneys collected in excess of 
his indebtedness to the bank; (2) that W. 
might, at his election, take either the 
judgment against himself so assigned to 
the bank, or charge the bank with the 
value of the uncollected balance of the 
judgment first mentioned.—Woodrum vs. 
Washington National Bank, 55 Pac. 
(Kan.) 333. 


USURY PAID—RECOVERY. 


Where the surety in a note on which us- 
urious interest had been paid agreed with 
the principal, for a valuable considera- 
tion, to pay the debt, and the payee ac- 
cepted his note for the balance due, with- 
out deducting usury, the principal, who 
was thereby discharged, may recover of 
the payee the usury theretofore paid by 
him.—Mann vs. Bank of Elkton, 48 S. W. 
(Ky.) 413.

REGULATE PRIVATE BANKING. 

A bill regulating the practice of private 
banking was introduced in the Minnesota 
legislature. The bill provides that in 
towns of 500 people, or less, the aggre- 
gate cash capital shall not be less than 
$5,000, and in towns of 500 or more the 
capital to be not less than $10,000. 
The entire capital to be paid in 
cash before the bank commences busi- 
ness, although the superintendent of 
banks may accept in lieu of not 
more than 75 per cent of such cash 
capital good assets of any solvent insti- 
tution heretofore doing a private banking 
business, which proposes to continue the 
business under the provisions of the act. 
The banks in brief are made subject to 
most of the regulations governing state 
banks.

The Comptroller of the Currency has 
authorized the Rochester National Bank 
of Rochester, Pa., to begin business with 
a capital of $50,000. President, James G. 
Mitchell, and cashier, Joseph C. Campbell. 


A bill has been introduced by Assem- 
blyman Sanders of New York providing 
that savings banks shall publish accounts 
dormant for ten years, and that at the 
end of twenty years such accounts shall 
be turned over to the state treasury. 


At the annual meeting of the board of 
trustees of the Bowery Savings Bank of 
New York John D. Hicks, formerly vice- 
president and acting president, was elect- 
ed president; John J. Sinclair was made 
vice-president and Robert B. Woodward 
second vice-president. 

Richard B. Ferris, who has resigned 
from the vice-presidency of the Bank of 
New York, National Banking Association, 
began his career as check clerk and rose 
to be, in turn, assistant cashier, cashier 
and vice-president. He was with the 
bank just fifty years to a day. 

It is said that a new bank will be 
organized in the village of Penn Yan, N. 
Y., in the near future, and that it will 
occupy the building that the now defunct 
Yates County National Bank occupied. 
The backers of the enterprise are said to 
be prominent business men of Canandai- 
gua. 


The International Trust Company of 
Buffalo is the name of a new financial 
organization to be incorporated in a short 
time. The capital will be $1,000,000. 
Former Comptroller Roberts will be the 


president of the new company. More 
than one-half of the stock has been sub- 
scribed. 


At a meeting of Group 5, Pennsylvania 
Bankers’ Association, held at Harrisburg, 
Grier Hersh, of York, was elected presi- 
dent. The other officers are: F. K. Ploy- 
er, secretary and treasurer; executive 
committee, J. A. Meyers, Columbia; P. F.

The Comptroller of the Currency. has 
declared dividends in favor of the cred- 
itors of insolvent national banks as fol- 
lows: Twenty per cent, the First National 
Bank of Pembina, N. D.; 15 per cent, The 
Dalles National Bank of The Dalles, Ore.; 
10 per cent, the First National Bank of 
Hillsborough, Ohio; 58.75 per cent, the 
City National Bank at Gatesville, Texas. 


Comptroller Dawes has appointed Wil- 
liam A. Lamson of Chicago as assistant 
to J. Frank Aldrich, who is the represen- 
tative of the Comptroller in winding up 
the affairs of a number of insolvent na- 
tional banks. Mr. Lamson has been con- 
nected with the mint bureau in a respon- 
sible capacity and was for a time internal 
revenue stamp agent in Hartford, Conn. 


Michael F. Dooley, of Hartford, Conn., 
national bank examiner, has resigned 
his position with the government and 
has accepted a position as secretary 
and manager of the Union Trust 
company of Providence, R. I., and will 
make that city his home. The Union Trust 
company has a capital of $250,000 sur- 
plus, and undivided profits of $125,000 
and deposits of $1,750,000. 


A plan is on foot to consolidate eleven 
of the natioinal banks of Pittsburg into 
one moderately large institution. The 
banks are not paying on account of ex- 
cessive expenses and very low rates for 
money. Consolidation has been tried with 
success in Boston on a large scale, and 
in ‘a smaller way in nearly every city 
in the country. The big profits of bank- 
ing seem to be all in the past. 


The new City Trust Company of New- 
York will have a capital stock of $1,000,- 
000 and a surplus of $1,000,000. Prominent 
New Yorkers are interested in the forma- 
tion of the company, among them being 
Messrs. John D. Crimmins, William R. 
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Grace, William H. Gelshenen, Frank H. 
Platt, James Ross Curran, James Roose- 
velt, Eugene Kelly, George R. Sheldon, 
Edward N. Gibbs, Henry Budge, Charles 
W. Morse, Elverton R. Chapman, Charles 
V. Fornes, William Halls, Jr., Bernard M. 
Shanley, Frank R. Lawrence. 


The directors of the Franklin National 
Bank of New York have voted unani- 
mously in favor of going out of busi- 
ness. On March 1 the stockholders will 
decide the matter. They will undoubted- 
ly vote in favor of liquidation. The bank’s 
capital, which is $200,000, is understood to 
be impaired, the impairment being, at 
the worst, less than 50 per cent. Stock- 
holders will have to submit to an assess- 
ment to make it good, or take what is 
coming to them and quit business. The 
bank, it is said, is too small to compete 
successfully with the large down-town 
banks. 

Following the Boston bank fashion, the 
Hide and Leather and New England na- 
tional banks now talk of a consolidation, 
during which it is proposed to liquidate 
the Hide and Leather and to increase the 
capital stock of the New England to 
$1,500,000. The Hide and Leather has a 
capital of $1,500,000 and a_ surplus of 
$400,000 and the New England a capital of 
$1,000,000 and a surplus of about $700,000. 
The consolidation would wipe out another 
million of banking capital, thus making, 
with the other bank liquidations, a reduc- 
tion of about $10,000,000 in the banking 
capital of Boston within the past few 
months. 


Edwin S. Schenck was elected to the 
presidency of the Hamilton Bank, of 
New York, to succeed William S. Gray, 
resigned, at a recent meeting of the di- 
rectors. Mr. Schenck was born in Brook- 
lyn in 1867, and is the youngest bank 
president in New York city. He comes 
of old Dutch stock, his ancestors settling 
in this country in 16838. Mr. Schenck en- 
tered the employ of the Hamilton Bank 
as assistant cashier, and has since served 
as cashier and vice-president. Since its 
consolidation with the Bank of Harlem in 
1892, the Hamilton Bank has more than 
doubled its deposits and accumulated a 
surplus and profits of over $80,000. It is 
now paying 6 per cent dividends. 

Steps are being taken to consolidate the 
Corn Exchange Bank and the Hudson 
River Bank, both of New York. The 
former bank has acted as correspondent 
of the Hudson River, and it is now pro- 
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posed to absorb it entirely and run it as 
a branch of the Corn Exchange. A circu- 
lar has been sent to the stockholders of- 
fering them 80 shares of Corn Exchange 
stock for 100 of Hudson River, which is 
equivalent to about $240 a share. F. B. 
Elliott is president of the Hudson River 
Bank, and the institution has a capital 
of $200,000 and surplus profits of $200,000. 
William A. Nash is president of the Corn 
Exchange, which has a capital of $1,000,- 
000 and surplus profits of $1,300,000. 


The annual report of the Pennsylvania 
Department of Banking for the fiscal year 
ended Nov. 30, 1898, has been transmitted 
to Governor Hastings by Colonel B. F. 
Gilkeson. It shows that the department 
had under its supervision 197 banks, with 
a total capital of $45,990,385, a decrease 
of about $700,000 from that of the former 
year. These institutions have increased 
their surplus $167,159; decreased undivid- 
ed profits $1,949,545; increased deposits 
$26,486,471, and have cash on hand 
amounting to $49,553,930, an increase of 
about $5,000,000. They have loans amount- 
ing to $123,176,944, an increase of $2,600,- 
000. Their investment securities amount 
to $168,524,599, and the number of depos- 
its accounts is 599,066: The average de- 
posit is $443.30. 


The annual report of the Massachu- 
setts Commissioners of Savings Banks 
was made to the legislature. It shows an 
increase of over $14,000,006 in deposits 
over last year, the total deposits being 
$488,092,923.92, and a guaranty fund of 
$21,092,796.85. There is $9,729,803 in un- 
divided earnings. There are 185 savings 
banks and institutions dealt with in the 
report, with assets of $559,999,625.14. Five 
savings banks are now in the hands of 
the courts, as are two trust companies. 
There are 34 trust companies with as- 
sets of $154,294,868. Assets of the sav- 
ings banks include $73,028,772 in public 
funds, $26,317,600 bank stock, $57,775,744 
railroad bonds and $8,373,761 Boston Ter- 
minal Company bonds. Loans on real 
estate aggregate $219,349,881.

Two new banks will be established 
at Manchester, Ohio, in the spring and 
one in West Union. 
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The five banks at Madison, Wis., have 
reduced interest on certificates of deposit 
from 3 to 2 per cent, no interest unless 
left four months. 


The bill abolishing days of grace and 
making notes negotiable in bank whether 
so designated or not was killed in the 
Indiana house by striking out the enact- 
ing clause. 


The Merchants’ Loan and Trust Co. 
Bank, of Chicago, has concluded arrange- 
ments by which Marshall Field will erect 
a new building for its occupancy at the 
northwest corner of Clark and Adams 
streets. 

It is probable that in the near future 
practically all of the banks of Chicago 
will, by tacit agreement, make a charge of 
$1 per month against the accounts of all 
depositors whose deposits do not run 
above $300. 


Governor Bushnell has been re-elected 
president of the First National Bank of 
Springfield, Ohio. Mr. C. A. Phelps, the 
veteran cashier, was made vice-president; 
Alexander Cobaugh, cashier, and Samuel 
Craig, receiving teller. 

The Comptroller of the Currency has au- 
thorized the establishment of the Citizens’ 
National Bank of Bedford, Ind. The 
bank begins business with $50,000 capital. 
Archibald C. Voris is president and 
Joseph R. Voris cashier. 

There are now 188 state banks and 
three trust companies in Michigan. The 
increase in deposits during the year end- 
ing Dec. 1, 1898, was $10,625,638.27, and 
the increase in loans during the same 
period was $8,338,308.21. The deposits of 
the national banks of Michigan increased 
about $4,000,000 during the same time. 


Chicago bank clearings in January 
amounted to $552,231,171, a total which 
only once before has been exceeded. In 
December the exchanges were $573,249,- 
326, or $21,018,155 in excess of those 
shown for January. As compared with 
the corresponding month last year Jan- 
uary shows an increase of $123,550,173. 


The secretary of state of I!linois has 
granted a charter to the Bank of Hinds- 
boro. The bank will be a state institu- 
tion, incorporated with $25,000 capital.

The most important 
of these was the establishment of district 
clearing houses. The convention elected 
the following officers: John M. Hefley 
of Cameron, chairman of the district, and 
J. W. Butler of Clifton, secretary. Nearly 
all the national banks in Central Texas 
were represented. 


B. W. Hepstein was elected chairman 
of District No. 2, Texas Bankers’ Associa- 
tion, at a recent meeting at San Antonio. 
The following resolution was offered and 
adopted: “Resolved, That it is the sense 
of the members of the Southwest Texas 


Bankers’ Association that the present 
legislature should pass a law that will 
enable the state to compete with other 
investors in the purchase of securities 
for the school fund; that there is a large 
amount of school fund idle and that good 
county and city bonds of this state are 
being sold to outside parties makes such 
a law a necessity.” 
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A NEW PUBLICATION APPEARS. 


The first number of The Banking and 
Mercantile World, a bimonthly magazine 
published in Chicago, has made its ap- 
pearance. It is a handsomely bound and 
illustrated publication. In a prefatory 
editorial under the caption ‘‘Excuse for 
Appearing” is the following: 

In these days, when banks, manufac- 
tories and mercantile houses are increas- 
ing their capital and improving their 
facilities for transacting business, the 
structures in which they are _ located, 
with their equipments and appurtenances, 
have undergone corresponding improve- 
ments. To intelligently and artistically 
illustrate the best examples of architec- 
ture, fittings and conveniences is one 
part of the field we have assigned our- 
selves, and we confidently expect that 
this will prove of value as well as inter- 
est to our patrons, many of whom are 
planning improvements and extensions. 

The great bulk of American business 
is done upon the credit system, and 
“credit men’? are a most important ele- 
ment in modern mercantile affairs. With- 
in very recent years organizations of 
credit men have been effected, not only 
in cities, but in a national way, and 
considerable space will be devoted to 
them. 

While the banker and mercantile man 
retains a lawyer to attend to his legal 
business, he recognizes the importance 
of keeping posted in the decisions of the 
courts affecting the transaction of his 
everyday business, to the end that he 
may avoid mistakes and complications, 
thus reducing the work of his attorneys 
and his own expenses. The Banking and 
Mercantile World will furnish succinct 
statements, stripped of Latin terms and 
legal verbiage, of all final decisions of 
courts peculiarly interesting to the bank- 
er and general business man. In impor- 
tant cases the full decision of the court 
will also be presented. 

The men who handle the money and 
transact the important business of the 
nation are surely entitled to the best, 
and the publishers hope to supply them 
with a finely illustrated magazine that 
will meet their approval and merit some 
measure of their support. 


Big Figures for Peoria.—THe internal 
revenue collections of the fifth district 
for 1898 were $22,289.142.29. Peoria’s bank 
clearings for the year were $85,622,820. 
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A MUCH TRAVELED DRAFT. 


At the Bank of Brookings, South Da- 
kota, is a draft which has a strange and 
interesting history. It is for $3.40, and 
was drawn February 10, 1886, payable to 
the order of Prof. Geo. Lilly. The draft 
has crossed the ocean four times, and on 
March 17, 1886, it went to the bottom of 
the sea in the Oregon, wrecked off the 
coast of Newfoundland that day. On July 
5, 1886, divers recovered the mail from 
the sunken ship, and the draft shows the 
stains of the salt water. It was returned 
to Mr. Lilly at Brookings July 11, 1886, 
and he again sent it out on its commer- 
cial mission. For some reason it was 
afterwards returned to Mr. Lilly again, 
and after traveling all these years it was 
returned to the bank to be cashed. The 
back of the draft is covered with indorse- 
ments and memorandum. 


TO MONOPOLIZE THE BUSINESS. 

A syndicate of American capitalists 
represented by twenty banks is in a 
scheme to monopolize the output of to- 
bacco from Cuba. Millions of dollars will 
be invested in the corner, and millions 
will be made out of it. It shows how 
easily the islands will be Americanized, 
and it also shows how groundless are the 
fears that the occupancy of Cuba by the 
United States will ruin the tobacco grow- 
ers and sugar growers of the United 
States. ,
